AIRPORT-style landing 
charges at the Port of Dover 
form part of proposals to 
raise £1.8 billion for 
improvements to Kent’s 
transport network. 

Motorists returning to the UK from 
the Continent may be charged £5 a 
time under the plans, which were 
unveiled as part of Kent County 
Council’s Growth without Gridlock 
strategy for the next 20 years. 

It is hoped the estimated £250 mil-

lion raised from the levy will go 
towards a number of major transport 
improvements across the region, 
including a £lbn third Thames cross¬ 
ing and a long-term solution to 
Operation Stack. 

Other money-raising schemes 
include a road tax for foreign lorries, the 
banning of huge HGV belly fuel tanks’ 
which means truckers don’t need to fill 
up in the UK, and the continuation of 
tolls at the Dartford crossing. 


KCC also plans to apply for cash 
from the Regional Growth Fund and 
from Europe. 

While welcoming the need for 
improvements, Brian Dowell - secre¬ 
tary of the Kent branch of the 
Association of British Drivers (ABD) - 
said a port landing charge would not 
be popular. 

“There’s no way that should be 
introduced,” he said. “People already 
pay to go across the Channel and back 
- that’s what the port lives off. 

“It may start at only £5, but charges

like that always go up, and you don’t want to 
put people off using the port.” 

Launched at County Hall on Wednesday, 
the Growth without Gridlock strategy is a 
wish-list of improvements which the council 
says would solve some of the problems stunt¬ 
ing economic growth in Kent. 

These include the £45m ‘dualling’ of the A21 
between Tonbridge and Pembuiy, development 
of a £40m Thanet parkway station serving Man- 
ston airport, and a £500m scheme to improve 
traffic flow on the M2 and M20 corridors. 

Simon Chapman - chief economist of the 
Tunbridge Wells-based Freight Transport 
Association - welcomed the need to tackle 
congestion in Kent. 

He said: “Kent is an international gateway 
which sees a lot of traffic passing through its 
ports and on its roads and motorways, and 
with this traffic comes problems linked to 
congestion which can affect businesses, resi¬ 
dents and the logistics sector. 

“For example, the operating cost of an HGV 
delayed in traffic is about £40 an hour.” 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said the author¬ 
ity had identified new revenue opportunities. 

He added: ‘We recognise the days of big 
funding streams from government are over 
and have identified significant, new addition¬ 
al revenue streams for the countiy as a whole. 


“If just a small proportion of this new 
income were to be used in Kent, we could 
fund all our major transport improvements 
and deliver better road, rail, bus and air 
transport across the county. 

“In difficult times we have no option but to 
do things differently. All of the schemes iden¬ 
tified in Growth without Gridlock will be vital 
to unlocking new jobs, new business and 
boosting new economic growth in Kent.” 

KCC believes its fundraising measures 
could generate more than £15bn over the 
next 20 years, which is far more than the 
£1.8bn needed for all the improvement 
schemes highlighted. 

Sacrifice 

The authority estimates that £154m of 
investment per year would be required if the 
entire strategy was given the go-ahead. 

Mr Dowell of the ABD said: “The determi¬ 
nation to do something about these long¬ 
standing problems is welcome, but the stick¬ 
ing point for us is how it will all be funded 
because everything points to tax charges and 
road pricing.” 

By far the most expensive project on the 
wish-list is the third Thames crossing at an 
estimated £lbn, which does not include the 
cost of building access roads. 

KCC says motorists should also be charged 


to use the preferred new crossing, which is a 
tunnel linking Chadwell in Essex with land 
to the east of Gravesend. 

However, it has been suggested increased 
toll charges at the Dartford crossing would 
help pay for automatic number plate technol¬ 
ogy that would eliminate the need for barri¬ 
ers at the proposed new tunnel. 

Cllr Carter said: “What brasses motorists 
off is when they spend their money on tolls 
but don’t see any of the benefits. 

“If you live in Kent and work in Essex, then 
to have a system where you’re not stuck in 
traffic for hours every week would be an enor¬ 
mous advantage. It’s time to give motorists a 
break and for them to see some real transport 
investment in this county.” 

But Gravesham’s Tory council leader Cllr 
Mike Snelling is opposed to the development 
potentially passing through Green Belt land. 

He said: ‘We have never denied there is a 
problem of capacity at Dartford but we are 
utterly against a proposal which could sacri¬ 
fice this borough’s rural areas so needlessly. 

“It can be argued that the most logical 
thing to do is increase capacity at the 
existing crossings in Dartford and overcome 
air quality issues there by getting rid of the 
toll booths.”

Lib Dems call on Clegg to 
honour uni fees promise 


LIBERAL Democrat activists 
from Kent have added their 
names to a petition calling on Nick 
Clegg to oppose a controversial 
rise in university tuition fees, 
writes Steve Knight. 

The Deputy Prime Minister made a pre¬ 
election pledge to abolish the charges should 
his party win power, but is now accused of 
breaking his promise to voters by allowing 
his Tory colleagues in the Coalition to press 
ahead with the planned price hike. 

Under the proposals, universities will be 
able to charge tuition fees of up to £9,000 - 
almost three times more than the current cap 
- and Lib Dem activists fear their integrity 
will be put at risk unless all the party’s MPs 
vote against them. 

More than 100 Lib Dem politicians who 
lost out in the General Election have now 
signed a petition calling on Mr Clegg to 
oppose the plans. 

“If you stand on an election platform and 
make a pledge then that’s something you 


have to honour,” said Shepway councillor 
Peter Carroll, who stood in Maidstone and 
the Weald. “I made that very promise myself 
and it would be inconceivable that I would 
break it, so it would be a cataclysmic error of 
judgement if our MPs do. 

“This issue is doing huge damage to our 
party, and it’s more to do with trust than the 
actual tuition fee increases. There’s a danger 
now that people will look at our party and say 
we are actually no different to the others. I 
have no idea which way Nick Clegg will vote 
but I hope and pray those close to him drive 
home the message that a pledge is a pledge.” 

Thousands of students have taken part in a 
series of high-profile demonstrations against 
the tuition fee increases, with the most recent 
held on Tuesday. 

Lib Dem MPs are allowed to abstain in a 
vote on the issue - expected to take place 
before the end of the year - but the party’s 
ministers may come under pressure to back 
the proposals. 

While admitting he regrets going back on 
his pre-election promise, Mr Clegg has argued 
the new proposals are fairer than the current 


system as the level at which graduates will 
start to repay loans will rise to £21,000. 

Other former Kent election hopefuls who 
signed the petition - entitled ‘no to higher 
tuition fees, yes to Liberal Democrat integri¬ 
ty’ - include Mr Carroll’s wife Lynne Beau¬ 
mont (Folkestone and Hythe), John 
McClintock (Chatham and Aylesford), and 
Alan Bullion (Sevenoaks). 

Mr Bullion said: “It’s not good enough to say 
‘oh well, the situation has changed’. We made 
a promise and we need to hold our hands up 
and try to honour that promise. 

“We are all 100 per cent behind the 
Coalition but the message from the grass 
roots needs to get across because many peo¬ 
ple who voted Lib Dem in the General 
Election feel let down over this issue. 

‘We’ve always been a party that engages 
and involves all our members, and have 
always been highly democratic and made 
sure our voices are heard. 

“That being said, I think this particular pol¬ 
icy needs to be revisited because there may be 
some people who voted for us in the past who 
will not do so again.”

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Fan staying in jail for Chr istmas 


AN ENGLAND fan from Faversham jailed 
for taking part in a football riot will not be 
released in time for Christmas. 

Garry Mann’s bid for an appeal for a 
state pardon has been rejected by state 
legislators. 

His family, including partner Suzanne 
Lloyd-Baker and his six daughters, have been 
left devastated by the news. They had hoped 
Mr Mann, 52, would serve the remainder of 


his two-year sentence in a British prison. 

The ex-firefighter was jailed following the 
violence in the Algarve during the 2004 Euro 
football championships. 

Mann has always maintained his inno¬ 
cence, saying he was convicted by a ‘kangaroo 
court’ in a language he did not understand. 

He was sent back to Portugal following a 
lengthy extradition process under the new 
European arrest warrant system. 


PLANS for a cross-border clampdown on 
law-breaking foreign motorists have been 
dealt a blow by the Government. 

Transport minister Mike Penning is refusing to 
ratify a deal that would allow police to punish 
drivers for traffic offences committed outside 
their home country. 

Kent in particular suffers from the problem on 
the M20 and M2 due to the high volume of foreign 
motorists who enter the county via Dover or the 
Channel Tunnel. 

Mr Penning said there were still issues that 
needed to be addressed, including the cost and 
legal responsibilities of such a scheme. 


AROUND 400 jobs are at risk at 
Royal Mail as the company prepares 
to move four of its sorting offices to 
a new flagship centre. 

The facility, based in Rochester, will start 
operating in 2012 and will replace mail cen¬ 
tres in Canterbury, Dartford, Tonbridge and 
Maidstone. 

Royal Mail, which employs around 3,700 
workers in the county, said the move was a 
result of the decline in people sending let¬ 
ters, but the company hoped to avoid com¬ 
pulsory redundancies. 


Six degrees of hope 
for temporary thaw

AFTER almost a week of Arctic 
conditions and travel misery, 
frozen Kent could be about to 
thaw out as forecasters predict a 
break in the snowy weather. 

Although temperatures will struggle to 
reach above freezing during the night next 
week, the Met Office said residents 
could see temperatures reach up to 
six degrees in the day time. 

But a Met Office spokesman 
stressed they could not be absolute¬ 
ly certain there would be a long 
reprieve from the Siberian-type 
conditions. 

A break would come as welcome 
relief to residents after days of 
chaos where more than 300 schools 
were shut, roads gridlocked and 
commuters stranded as snow hit 
the county. 

While children took advantage of 
the unusually cold November 
weather - where some of the lowest 
temperatures for this time of year were 
recorded in parts of the UK - Kent’s work¬ 
force, particularly in the north, west and 
rural areas of the county, struggled against 
the elements to get to their desks. 

Emergency services were out in force and 
severe weather warnings in place urging 
people to stay indoors and only venture out if 
absolutely necessary. 

Train services were also disrupted, leaving 
many unable to get home from London. 

Around 60 people were stranded on 
Southeastern trains which broke down at 
Sevenoaks and Orpington on Tuesday night 
as a result of the severe weather. 

One commuter, Benji Symes, was stuck on 
the train in the darkness until 3.30am. 

“Southeastern made several attempts to 
reboot the engine to get it going, unsuccess¬ 
fully, and so they eventually evacuated the 
train and took us into the station office,” he 
said. “They said they would get buses to take 
us home, but they were not able to reach us.” 

The situation was no better on the roads, 
and hundreds of motorists were stranded for

up to 10 hours on 
Tuesday night due to 
a jackknifed lorry on 
the A20, while emer¬ 
gency services strug¬ 
gled to clear the gridlocked traffic. 

The icy conditions forced the Highways 
Agency to close the Dartford Crossing, caus¬ 
ing significant delays on the A282 and traffic 
chaos was rife on the M20 and A2. 

Operation Stack was implemented on 
Wednesday and Thursday, and freight driv¬ 
ers were told to stay out of the county. 

Kent Police saw an exceptionally high vol¬ 
ume of calls with the control centre handling 
almost 1,300 999 calls and a further 3,419 
switchboard calls on Tuesday alone - more 
than New Years Eve, 2009. 

Chief Inspector Simon Black said: “The 
number of emergency calls we received was 
almost double the number we would antici¬ 
pate on a ‘normal’ day.” 

South East Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust was inundated with call-outs due to 
falls and road accidents, and voluntary 
organisations including the Red Cross and St 
John Ambulance were drafted in to help 
ambulance crews. 

While most were lucky enough to get back 
into the warmth, homelessness charity 


Porchlight worked with Canterbury City 
Council to help get 11 rough sleepers into tem¬ 
porary accommodation. 

Kent Highways Services worked throughout 
the Arctic spell - where temperatures plunged 
below freezing - salting the county’s roads. 

There are 23,000 tonnes of salt held in eight 
depots across Kent and 63 salting lorries. 
Some 180 farmers with snow ploughs fitted to 
their tractors also helped. 

And at Howletts Wild Animal Park zebras 
and other exotic animals could not have felt 
further away from the African plains, while 
gorillas were kept warm with jacket potatoes.

Footie tourism’s 
not coming home 

KENT has missed out on a tourism bonanza 
after England’s failed bid to host the 2018 
World Cup. 

Despite an impressive final push including 
speeches by David Cameron, Prince William 
and David Beckham on Thursday, football’s 
world governing body Fifa decided it was 
Russia’s turn to host the tournament. 

And now Visit Kent - the organisation respon¬ 
sible for promoting the county to tourists - has 
been left to wonder what might have been. 

“Our proximity to London would have given 
us a great opportunity to reap the benefits of 
an English World Cup, and that’s why Fifa’s 
decision is such a shame,” said chief executive 
Sandra Matthews-Marsh. 

“Visit Britain had already 
drawn up an action plan as to 
how we could take full advan¬ 
tage of the tournament being 
held here, and even if Holl¬ 
and and Belgium had won we 
still could have used it to 
attract visitors. But there’s no 
way with Russia. It’s too far.” 

Meanwhile, sports minister 
Hugh Robertson - the MP for 
Faversham and Mid Kent - 
said he did not understand 
how England had lost the bid. 

Mr Robertson attended the announcement 
ceremony in Zurich, Switzerland, and added 
that the bid team had done everything in its 
power to secure the hosting rights. 

He added: “We encouraged them to vote for 
football reasons. At the moment I don’t under¬ 
stand, and the only possible explanation is the 
one given by (Fifa president) Sepp Blatter 
when he announced the decision, which was 
wanting to take football to new frontiers. 

“I’m not sure I would say we were humiliat¬ 
ed. Everybody saw our presentation and it was 
widely praised as being the best one the Fifa 
executive committee received. We now need to 
go away to understand why this happened.” 

Meanwhile, the Middle Eastern country of 
Qatar - deemed a “high risk” option by Fifa 
inspectors - was selected for the 2022 World Cup.

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Pickles slams 
KCC over its 
‘Fort Knox’ 
cash reserves 


COUNTY Hall finance chiefs have admit¬ 
ted storing £115 million in cash reserves 
despite mounting strain on public services. 

It came after communities secretary Eric 
Pickles urged councils to dip into “piggy bank” 
funds to cover short-term financial challenges. 

But finance bosses at Kent County 
Council stressed the reserve money was 
vital in ensuring any unexpected losses 
through Government grant reductions, to 
be announced next week, were covered. 

Mr Pickles said some councils were acting 
like “Fort Knox” and insisted that residents 
would be shocked to find local authorities 
had billions of pounds in their bank 
accounts when there were weekly scare sto¬ 
ries about cuts to jobs and services. 

KCC cabinet member for finance Cllr 
John Simmonds said until the authority 
was certain of how much it could lose, the 
reserves would be treated with caution. 

“We’re not being precious about it, we 
need to wait on the Government situation,” 
he said. “Earlier this year we had to find 
£15.5 million and we were able to take the 
bulk of that out of the various reserves. 

“It’s important the money is there so we 
can protect key services. With the level of 
uncertainty where we 
could find ourselves short 
we are not going to start . __ 
spending the money until 
the situation from Govern¬ 
ment is clearer.” 

The £115m includes a 
general reserve of £25m- 
26m and £8.8m in econom¬ 
ic downturn reserves. The SPEND: Eric 
remaining £82m covers pickles wants 
specific areas including counci , s to use 
capital programme, schools . 
and dilapidation funds. their savings 

Cllr Simmonds said: “We understand 
what Eric Pickles is saying, but we are not 
keeping this money for the sake of it - we 
need to make sure services, such as protect¬ 
ing vulnerable children and adults, are safe. 

‘We have to be very cautious - we don’t 
know what is going to happen.” 

In its autumn budget statement, KCC 
revealed the authority must find an addi¬ 
tional £25m in savings in the next two years. 
This forms part of the £340m savings need¬ 
ed at KCC over the next four years, where 
up to 1,500 posts will be cut. 



Charity work ‘too 
easy’ on offenders

CRIMINALS ordered to perform 
community service as punishment 
are getting off with being sent to 
work in charity shops. 

Despite the commonly-held view convicted 
felons should be forced to carry out tough jobs 
in full view of the public, a report into Kent 
Probation shows that many are instead get¬ 
ting an easy ride. Last year the county’s 
offenders completed 279,231 hours of unpaid 
work, of which about half was in charity shops. 

The findings form part of a study by the 
Policy Exchange think tank, which describes 
community payback as “the weak link in the 
sentencing chain” due to its high breach rates 
and lack of focus on real punishment. 

We know that a third of community sen¬ 
tences are not completed and one in 10 is ter¬ 
minated due to re-conviction,” said the organi¬ 
sation’s head of crime and justice, Blair Gibbs. 

“So in that sense the public are right to feel 
these sentences are failing, and the reality is 
that unfortunately community payback is not 
very effective as a punishment. 

Expectation 

“For instance in Kent the majority of place¬ 
ments were in charity shops, which is not real¬ 
ly what the public would expect. Unless the 
community payback system is reformed then 
the public will continue to fund failure.” 

Justice Secretary Kenneth Clarke is due to 
publish a green paper on sentencing in the 
next fortnight which will introduce new pri¬ 
vate agencies, as opposed to probation serv¬ 
ices, to enforce tougher community orders. 

According to Policy Exchange, about 250,000 
crimes a year are committed by those who 
have recently completed a community order. 

A YouGov poll showed that 60 per cent of 
the public think community sentences are a 
soft option, weak and undemanding, while 
just five per cent think they are good for 
rehabilitation. 

Furthermore, less than 10 per cent think 
working in a charity shop is a worthy pun¬ 
ishment. Cleaning streets (56 per cent) is 
the preferred option, followed by removing 
graffiti (44 per cent). 

Kent Probation’s operations director Alan 
Dowie said the service works with a range 
of organisations to make offenders pay back 
to the community.

“This is at the expense of the offender’s 
liberty and free time,” he added. “We make 
offenders do work that matches the needs 
of the community with the abilities of the 
offender. Helping charities to run their 
shops allows us to find suitable unpaid 
work for a wider range of offenders - at no 
additional cost to the public purse - while 
still giving back to the community.” 

Mr Dowie added that for some years Kent 
Probation has been running a campaign 
asking members of the public which jobs 
they want offenders to do.

Indecent images 
teacher struck off 

A FORMER deputy headteacher convicted of 
possessing indecent images of a teenage pupil 
has been struck off the Social Care Register. 

The decision by the General Social Care 
Council, the standards board for social 
workers, means William Whillock, 57, will 
not be able to practise as a social worker in 
the future. 

The teacher, of Headcom Road, Staplehurst, 
was the deputy head and in charge of child 
protection at The New School at West Heath in 
Sevenoaks when the offences against a 17- 
year-old girl took place. 

The father-of-three admitted possessing 15 
indecent images of the schoolgirl and was sen¬ 
tenced to a three-year community order. 

The New School at West Heath was former¬ 
ly an exclusive private school for girls, called 
West Heath, which counted Princess Diana 
among its former pupils. 

Towns’ city bid 

MEDWAY Council chiefs have officially 
announced plans to compete with other towns 
across the country to win city status to mark 
the Queen’s Diamond jubilee celebrations. 

The five towns will now battle it out with the 
likes of Bolton, Reading, Milton Keynes and Croy¬ 
don to become the country’s newest city in 2012. 

With four universities, a cathedral, two cas¬ 
tles and a rich heritage, including the Chat¬ 
ham Dockyard, the area has long sought 
recognition as a city and has had bids turned 
down in 2000 and 2003. 

Medway Council leader Cllr Rodney 
Chambers said: ‘We fully believe that with the 
squeeze on the public sector purse and the 
downturn in grants from central government, 
gaining city status would present us with a 
golden opportunity to gain yet more invest¬ 
ment from the private sector.”

Take a walk with ghosts

G RAHAME Bell is a man 
who loves his adopted 
home town, and especial¬ 
ly its supernatural side. 

He moved to Tunbridge Wells 20 years ago 
and it would be hard to find a person more 
smitten with where he lives, such is the 
enthusiasm in his voice when he talks about 
the place. 

A keen amateur historian and one of the 
organisers of the popular Tunbridge Wells 
ghost walks, Grahame delves into his knowl¬ 
edge of the area frequently. 

He started working on the walks 10 years 
ago with his friend Geoff Butler, whose idea 
it was in the first place. 

Since then he has become one of its custo¬ 
dians and is still involved today. 

He said: “I took over a business on the 
Pantiles and got to know Geoff. It was the 
old rocks, minerals and antiquities shop 
and had been open for 40 years, but we had 
to call it a day last year due to the econom¬ 
ic climate. 

“I quickly became interested in ghosts 
though after hearing so many stories. Geoff 
was interested in the stories when he first 
opened the shop in the 70s and it has gone 
on from there. It’s strange as apparently the 
old shop is one of the most haunted premis¬ 
es on the Pantiles, yet Geoff or I never saw 
one there over the course of 40 years.” 

Grahame is a believer in the supernatural, 
but has a sceptical side. 

He said: “If I were asked a straight yes or 
no whether I believe in ghosts then I would 
say yes, but with reservations. 

“The term ghost is a generic name, I 
believe more in different types of apparitions 
and other goings-on that come under that 
heading. My suspicions have been confirmed 
in the last three months, though. 

“I saw a woman in a nightdress fleetingly 
in my flat. I put that down to the fact that 
she might have died there, and was doing 
what she might have done when she was 
alive. I wonder if there is some kind of time 
warp aspect to things; that we see things 


that are happening, things that have hap¬ 
pened in the past. It’s very curious. 

“I think people see things all the time that 
they cannot explain or put down to figments 
of their imagination, when it could be a 
ghostly occurrence.” 

Grahame says that Tunbridge Wells’ rich 
history is why it is home to so many super¬ 
natural goings-on and believes it could even 
beat the village of Pluckley near Ashford as 
having more spooks than anywhere else. 

“Tunbridge Wells and the Pantiles could 


lay claim to being the most haunted part of 
Kent,” he said. 

“I know that’s a controversial thing to say 
but it could be true. We know of 33 separate 
incidents that have been recorded. When we 
printed a book about it so many more people 
came forward and we had a dozen more to 
include. The town is 400 years old, and 
Tonbridge is more like 4000 years old. It 
means there is an enormous amount of his¬ 
tory in the area. I feel that there is almost an 
“alternative society’ living on the Pantiles. 


They are there, if we know or see them or 
not, and occasionally we see them.” 

Grahame says the ghost walks are run to 
promote The Pantiles’ history. 

“The Pantiles is a very vibrant place and 
educating people about its past, whether 
that is supernatural or just talking about its 
history, is always a joy. It’s a very important 
part of Tunbridge Wells history.”

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Now all our GPs told 
to put off non-urgent 
operations in winter

A THIRD health trust has issued 
a winter ban on GP referrals for a 
range of hospital procedures. 

Hernia operations, IVF treatment and obesi¬ 
ty surgeiy are among a handful of treatments 
being suspended in a bid to save £95 million 
over the next four years at NHS Medway 

It is the last of Kent’s three primary care 
trusts to write to doctors telling them not to 
refer non-urgent cases to hospital until April. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent revealed 
last month that 64 types of procedure were 
being put on the backbumer, including hip 
and knee replacements, while NHS West 
Kent confirmed fertility treatment and 
weight loss surgery was being postponed. 

The move has come under fire from GPs, 
but health bosses have stressed that action 
needs to be taken to tackle huge deficits. 

An NHS Medway spokeswoman said: ‘We 
need to take further measures to ensure we 
use NHS resources more effectively, other¬ 
wise we will not be able to keep within our 
financial limits. 

“For this reason, in line with many PCTs in 
the country, NHS Medway has written to its 
GPs asking them to delay referring people 
for some non-urgent procedures until the 
next financial year.” 

Couples seeking fertility treatment will have 


to wait until April, 2011, and people with mor¬ 
bid obesity will also have to wait until next year 
for bariatric surgery, such as gastric bypasses. 

New referrals for gender reassignment are 
also being suspended over the winter. 

The spokeswoman said: “These procedures 
affect a small number of people and we 
recognise that this will be hard for them, but 
we need to ensure we have the finances avail¬ 
able for healthcare and prevention of ill-health 
for the majority of Medway’s population.” 

As part of the efficiency drive, there will 
also be a limited use of agency workers plus 
22 management redundancies. 

Helen Buckingham, the new chief execu¬ 
tive at the health body, said: “Our population 
is growing, especially among the elderly and 
people are living longer and benefiting from 
more complex and advanced medical proce¬ 
dures. This means demand for services and 
costs are increasing at a rate of about four 
per cent a year. The increase to NHS budgets 
will be approximately 0.1 per cent each year 
for the next three years. 

“The financial impact of this difference 
over the next four years is about £20 billion 
nationally, and about £95m for Medway.” 

But the county’s representative for the 
British Medical Association, Dr Paul Hobday, 
said stopping referrals was short-sighted. 

“Obesity surgery, for example, is known to 
be very cost effective, increasing money in 
the long run,” he said. “They are going about 
this completely the wrong way.”

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Exit of KCC chief Gilroy cost twice 
the amount revealed to taxpayers

A GOLDEN goodbye for Kent 
County Council’s former chief execu¬ 
tive cost taxpayers £408,000 - more 
than double the amount disclosed by 
the authority. 

A report by the Audit Commission revealed 
that although Peter Gilroy walked away with 
£200,000 in May this year, the true cost to the 
council was considerably more. 

The actual amount paid out was £408,000 when 
income tax and National Insurance contribu¬ 
tions were taken into account, but this figure was

not divulged to the public. The full cost was only 
revealed when the Audit Commission released 
its annual audit letter, discussed at a meeting at 
County Hall on Tuesday, criticising the authori¬ 
ty for not presenting information adequately 
with regards to a number of senior staff payouts. 

The letter stated: “Effective decision making 
and good governance requires decision-makers 
to be presented with appropriate and sufficient 
information to make an informed decision.” 

Auditors said County Hall’s report in 2006 to 
the personnel committee recommending 
a payment of £200,000 to Mr Gilroy - who 
accepted an extension of his contract 
term to 2009 - “fell short” of the expected 
standards.

They said it was brief and only concen¬ 
trated on the decision to agree a payment 
of £200,000, rather than looking at why 
or value for money. 

They also stated the report did not set 
out the full cost to the council or explore 
alternative options, and it had not been 
shown to the finance director. 

Mr Gilroy became chief executive in 

2005, and KCC leaders defended his pay¬ 
out, saying it was based on solid financial 
advice and was designed to ensure his 
pension was not affected after he agreed to 
stay on as head of the council. 

A KCC spokesman said to secure Mr 
Gilroy’s extended service in November, 

2006, the county council’s all-party 
Personnel Committee unanimously agreed 


to a variation in his contract brought about by 
changes to pension laws. 

“The Audit Commission’s letter recognises 
that appropriate advice was sought to determine 
the financial impact on the chief executive if he 
extended his contract,” the spokesman said. 

“The payment of £200,000 (£408,000 including 
income tax and National Insurance) meant he 
was not disadvantaged by extending his con¬ 
tract as a result of changes to national pension 
legislation. 

“The payment of £200,000 did not enhance his 
remuneration package and the Audit 
Commission’s letter acknowledges this.” 

Mr Gilroy, who was described as an outstand¬ 
ing public servant and chief executive by KCC, 
was paid £214,000 in his salary last year. He 
received no bonuses for 2009-10, but was paid 
£10,615 in 2009-10 for performance in 2008-09. 

“We believe the decision to make this payment 
was the right one, in order to secure the contin¬ 
ued services of a chief executive who had deliv¬ 
ered exceptional results for Kent County Council 
and for Kent residents,” added the spokesman. 

The Audit Commission’s report laid out recom¬ 
mendations for future decision-making reports 
to provide a full, balanced picture of circum¬ 
stances, record different options available and 
look at value for money. 

The KCC spokesman said: “We accept the 
Audit Commission’s recommendation and any 
report produced now would be more detailed. 

“However, all the questions raised by the com¬ 
mittee members at the time were answered in 
full and all information about the issue was 
made available to them. 

“The Audit Commission’s letter confirms 
that the decision taken was both lawful and 
reasonable.”

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19 primaries fail tougher tests

EDUCATION officials have 
defended the high number of pri¬ 
mary schools failing Ofsted 
inspections, by claiming assess¬ 
ments have been made tougher. 

In the last year 19 Kent schools were either 
put in special measures or served notices to 
improve, with a handful failing to make ade¬ 
quate progress in follow-up checks. 

It is the second time this year the county’s 
primaries have been under negative scruti¬ 
ny, after SATs results showed pupil perform¬ 
ance was lower than the national average. 

Secondary education, however, continued 
to buck the national trend in 2010 with high¬ 
er than average GCSE and A-level results. 

Both Medway Council and Kent County 
Council defended the Ofsted ratings, claim¬ 
ing the bar had been raised. But Gravesend- 
based education adviser Peter Read said if 
Ofsted was raising standards, then councils 
should be doing the same. 

“Medway Council must be very concerned 
about the number of failing primary schools. 
It is its responsibility to help improve stan¬ 
dards,” he said. “My question is: if Ofsted has 
raised the bar, then why aren’t local authori¬ 
ties doing the same?” 

A council official at Medway, where five

schools fell short in inspections in 2009 and 
2010, said the authority was working inten¬ 
sively with the schools. She also said two of 
the primaries had been taken out of special 
measures after follow-up inspections. 

“We have taken robust action to secure 
immediate improvements in the remaining 
schools,” she said. ‘We have recruited strong 
leaders, strengthened governing bodies and 
supported partnership working with good 
schools. We are already seeing the effects of 
this work in inspectors’ follow-up visits. 

“Recent monitoring visits show the schools 
are making good progress, with reports high¬ 
lighting significant changes in pupils’ attain¬ 
ment and teaching standards.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, KCC cabinet member 
for children, families and education, claimed 
in recent months the bar had been raised, 
with schools facing tougher inspections. 

“Of our 447 primary schools, a small minor¬ 
ity have been placed in special measures or 
been given a notice to improve because of 
more stringent checks,” she said. “Kent is not 
alone in this. Schools across the country, 
which were previously adequate or better, 


have been asked to make improvements. We 
are right behind the schools.” 

Asked whether this could affect the number 
of primaries breaking away to become acade¬ 
mies, Cllr Hohler said: “I get a sense that the 
support given to primary schools by KCC is 
one reason why there is not a significant 
appetite for them to become academies. 

‘While we will back any governing body that 
goes down that route, many feel supported by 
the current arrangements and are waiting to 
see how the programme develops.” 

The Medway Council spokeswoman said 
whether schools choose to become academies 
or not, the authority will continue to strive for 
the best education for all children. 

We work closely with all schools in Medway, 
including those that have already become 
academies, and will continue to do so,” she said.

Services cut as 
councils spent 
£16m on CCTV 


CIVIL rights campaigners say 
Kent councils are “obsessed” with 
CCTV after spending a total of 
£16.3 million on the technology in 
just three years 

Pressure group Big Brother Watch has crit¬ 
icised the county’s 15 district authorities - 
including the London boroughs of Bexley and 
Bromley - claiming the cash would be better 
spent protecting vital public services. 

The total figure for Kent represents 5.1 per 
cent of the £314.8m spent by 336 councils 
throughout the UK on the installation and 
operation of CCTV. 

Big Brother Watch campaign director 
Daniel Hamilton said: “I think £16.3m is a 
particularly large amount in light of the mas¬ 
sive spending cuts we are currently experi¬ 
encing. Councils are cutting services left, 
right and centre, so to spend that much on 
CCTV is really excessive. 

“The rise of CCTV cameras is a uniquely 
British obsession led by councils, and councils 
in Kent are very much part of that obsession.” 

According to figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, Bromley council 
has spent the most on CCTV since 2007, at

£1.6m. Outside of London the highest-spending 
authority is Canterbuiy at £1.45m, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Thanet (£1.4m) and Medway (£1.2m). 

Gravesham has spent the least at £577,940. 

‘We have no problem with the effective use 
of CCTV cameras for the right kind of purpos¬ 
es,” said Mr Hamilton. 

“In Kent we would actively support it at the 
ports of Dover and Folkestone because they 
are very important from a national security 
point of view People would rather see more 
police on the streets, but instead they are being 
caught on camera an average of 300 times a 
day, which is a massive invasion of privacy.” 

The council which spent the most in the UK 
at a staggering £10.5m was Birmingham, 
which came under fire last June for using 
more than 200 cameras to spy on two Muslim 
areas of the city. 

The Big Brother report - entitled The Price 
is Wrong - reveals there are currently about 
one council-owned CCTV camera for every 
1,000 people in the country. 

It also points out the Shetland Islands - 
with a population of just 22,000 - is home to

more cameras than the entire San Francisco 
Police Department, which serves more than 
1.2 million homes. 

A Canterbury council spokesman criticised 
the Big Brother report as a “very shallow” 
comparison, adding that CCTV cameras 
provide year-round policing of town centres, 
help deal with alcohol-fuelled violence and 
identify people in need of help. 

The spokesman added there had also been 
no effort to analyse the cost of the technology 
in terms of value for money. 

Last May KoS revealed how hundreds of 
covert operations had been carried out on 
unsuspecting members of the public by Kent 
councils using anti-terror laws. 

They authorised more than 430 actions 
under the Regulation of Investigatory Powers 
Act in two years, but just 28 prosecutions 
were secured for offences including fly-tip¬ 
ping, graffiti and underage alcohol sales.

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City gallery a pain in 
the arts, says Sewell 


MUSEUM chiefs have hit back 
at art critic Brian Sewell’s com¬ 
ments that one of Kent’s best¬ 
loved galleries is as “dead as a 
dodo”, writes Steve Knight 

The outspoken newspaper columnist slat¬ 
ed Canterbury’s Beaney Institute during 
an interview for the BBC One programme 
Inside Out West, using it as an example of 
a gallery that people only ever 
visit once. But the 79-year-old 
has been criticised for not getting 
his facts straight, as the Beaney 
is actually undergoing a £12 mil¬ 
lion redevelopment and will fea¬ 
ture a range of new exhibits, 
paintings and workshops when it 
reopens in 2012. 

Sewell highlighted the council- 
run gallery as one that should 
sell off some of its artworks to protect pub¬ 
lic services threatened by Government 
spending cuts. 

“I’m afraid I’ve always been sceptical 
about local galleries having a local focus,” 
he told the programme. 

“It means the interest is only momentary. 
If you go to Canterbury for example, you 
find the paintings of Thomas Sidney 
Cooper, who was a local artist who painted 
sheep and nothing but sheep for 80 years. 

“That gallery is as dead as a dodo. One 
visit by the locals and strangers who have 
come to see the cathedral and that’s it. It 
has no return value.” 

The Beaney Institute, which houses both 
the art gallery and the Kent County

Council-run city library, was named 
after its benefactor Dr James George 
Beaney and was opened in 1899. 
However, both buildings have outgrown 
their space and are being redeveloped. 

Martin Crowther - education develop¬ 
ment manager for Canterbury museums - 
said he was confident Sewell would change 
his mind about the gallery once it is 
reopened. 

“He came here years ago and things have 
changed quite a lot since then,” he said. 

“It’s going to be a very exciting, interac¬ 
tive place to be and we are keen to encour¬ 
age repeat visits.” 

Mr Crowther also defended the work of 
Thomas Sidney Cooper, who he likened to 
Charles Dickens in terms of his importance 
to the arts in Kent.

Fire-fighting war hero to 
celebrate 100th birthday

SOLDIERS who fought valiantly 
to protect our shores during World 
War Two are paid tribute to every 
year on Remembrance Day. 

But their contribution can sometimes over¬ 
shadow that of the many civilians who also 
put their lives at risk throughout the six-year 
conflict, such as the firefighters who faced an 
almost constant struggle racing from one 
blaze to the next. 

Kent was a key target for bombings and 
shell attacks during the war, and it was down 
to men like Bert Brissenden to protect his fel¬ 
low men of Kent from the Nazis. 

The veteran firefighter is due to celebrate 
his 100th birthday with a visit to Canterbury 
fire station this week, when he will recall his 
time in the brigade during the Blitz and 
Baedeker raids on the city in 1942. 

He said: “When the bombers came it was 
awful, a terrible night. But there was such a 
sense of comradeship during the war and we 
were very healthy men. 


“We adopted a local stray dog and called it 
Strike. As soon as the bells rang, the dog 
would be the first on the fire appliance. 

“One night we were called to a fire at John¬ 
sons Tyres. As usual Strike was the first off 
the engine but he ran straight into the path 
of a rolling, burning tyre and was killed. There 
wasn’t a dry eye among the men that night.” 

Mr Brissenden will be presented with a 
commemorative tankard, a book document¬ 
ing 50 years of Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
and a plaque to mark his birthday 

East division area manager Andy Merri- 
man said: “It will be a real honour to cele¬ 
brate Bert’s milestone with him.” 

Meanwhile, another former Kent firefight¬ 
er Geof Cooper has compiled a national data¬ 
base of medals and dedications presented to 
members of his profession since 1890. 

The list took a year to create and includes 
state awards ranging from the George Cross 
and British Empire Medal to commenda¬ 
tions for brave conduct. 

Mr Cooper said: “It’s important we remem¬ 
ber our heritage and the deeds people have 
carried out and received recognition for.”

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Dr Foster finds best and 
worst in Kent’s hospitals 


A DAMNING report on hospital care in the NHS has 
highlighted higher than expected death rates at a trust 
serving patients in Kent, writes Steve Knight. 


South London Healthcare, which 
runs Queen Mary’s Hospital in 
Sidcup as well as sites in Bromley, is 
one of 19 trusts criticised in the latest 
survey by monitoring body Dr Foster. 

But there was much better news 
for East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust, which was 
named the best in the country, hav¬ 
ing performed consistently well in 
key areas. These include low mortal¬ 
ity ratios and a high number of 
patients with hip fractures receiving 
surgery within two days. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust was also highlighted in 
the report for having lower than 
expected death rates. 

The Dr Foster survey looks at over¬ 
all death rates and deaths after sur¬ 
gery, as well as a range of other indi¬ 
cators to build a picture of care. 

Katherine Murphy - chief execu¬ 


tive of the Patients Association - crit¬ 
icised the 19 trusts that fared poorly 
in the report. She said: “Safety is still 
clearly not the top priority of every 
NHS organisation when it absolutely 
should be. We are deeply concerned 
by the high number of adverse events 
and the wide variation of mortality 
ratios this report highlights. 

“High mortality ratios must be 
thoroughly investigated with inde¬ 
pendent scrutiny. The Stafford public 
inquiry reminded us all of just how 
hard it can be to uncover, even if 
there is very widespread poor care.” 

A South London Healthcare official 
said patient safety at the trust had 
improved over the last year, and that 
the Dr Foster report considered data 
from 2009-10. 

He added: “Our trust is conducting 
a thorough reorganisation of services, 
merging smaller clinical specialities 


from the three hospitals we inherited 
into larger specialist units with better 
clinical supervision. Overall, we have 
made progress, but there are still 
areas to address and we are commit¬ 
ted to dealing with these.” 

South London Healthcare made 
headlines last month when it closed 
the A&E department at Queen 
Mary’s, with the maternity ward due 
to follow on December 14. The trust 
says the closures are necessary over 
the winter months due to a shortage 
of midwives and emergency middle 
and junior grade doctors. 

Meanwhile, in addition to being 
named NHS trust of the year, East 
Kent Hospitals was also the 
strongest performer in the UK in 
provision of care for stroke patients. 

The trust - which runs Kent and 
Canterbury, the QEQM in Margate 
and Ashford’s William Harvey - 
scanned more patients than average 
within 24 hours and also scored well 
on providing clot-busting drugs with¬ 
in the same time frame.

Labour councillor Vince Maple, who backs the Love Music Hate 
Racism campaign, said the pub had now cancelled the booking. 

“I have spoken to the pub and police and they confirmed the room 
was booked in a different name and the pub had no idea the EDL was 
planning to use the venue. They have now confirmed there will be no 
meeting of any description.”

TV boffin invents OAP care plan 


The respected academic, best 
known fhr his appearances in tele¬ 
vision shows The Great Egg Race 
and Young Scientist of the Year, 
launched his Care4Care strategy 
at an event hosted by the 
Abbeyfield Society in Bromley 
The scheme looks at bringing 
care more into the community by 
using a system where people can 
build up'soft, currency* in return for 
helping elderly neighbours. 

Tf that person then needs help in 
later years, they can use credits 
built up to ‘pay’ for someone in the 


community to provide low-level 
support who can then in turn 
stall: earning their own credits, 
Prof Wolff said the System would 
allow more people to stay in their 
homes as they grow older. 

The 82-year-old, known as the 
inventor of bioengineering and an 
honorary member of the European 
Space Agency stressed that if the 
scheme was to go ahead it would 
not be run by Government but an 
independent organi satiem. 

w Cave4Care would be for people 
who live in their own homes but 


need increasing amounts of care,” 
he told KoS. ‘‘It would become a 
responsibility tor communities and 
generation after generation would 
benefit, 

'Tliis is not part of Government 
policy, but very much follows the 
idea of the Big Society.” 

Prof Wolff said by 2011 there will 
be 1.4 million people aged 85 or 
over and by 2031 this wilt have 
risen to 2.5 million. 

“If the TJX is going to he able to 
cope with the economic downturn, 
the crisis in pension provision anti 
intensified competition, we will 
need a cultural shift, in the manner 
in which the community engages 
with care ” he said. 


Prof Wolff said he believed the 
scheme could become the norm if 
accepted by society.

Paul Allen, chief executive of the 
Abbeyfield Society, which pro¬ 
vides housing with care for older 
people, said: “He is raising the 
debate about the practicalities of 
care that we will undoubtedly face 
when the state can no longer pro¬ 
vide for a population in which the 
number of older people with care 
needs is glowing.”

A CHARITY is pressing the Government to 
extend winter fuel support to disabled families 
and ■warning that hundreds are already strug¬ 
gling to pay their heating bilk. 

A rejiort by the Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign revealed hundreds of households 
affected by a severe disability in Kent will face 
fuel poverty, and lie unable to keep up with pay¬ 
ments for heating, gas and water. 

The charity is urging ministers to consider 
extending winter fuel payments, where over-60s 
receive £250 and nver-SOs up to £400 towards 
their bills. In Kent, 200,000 households received a

payment last year and this is set to rise to 233,400 
this year + with 35,910 in Medway 
Robert Meadowcmft., chief executive of the 
Muscular Dystrophy Campaign, said it was 
unacceptable that help is not given to people 
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with severe muscle disease and other dis¬ 
abilities during the coldest months. 

iL Qn o family described their choice as 
between heating and eating” he said, “We are 
living in a period of economic challenge, not 
Dickensian Britain. The Government must 
act now to offer a financial lifeline to families 
severely affected by disability and ill health 
and extend winter fuel support.” 

Phillip Ling, from Canterbury, has muscu¬ 
lar dystrophy and gave evidence for the char¬ 
ity’s report. The 62-year-old was forced hi 
give up work at the age of 45, resulting in a 
reduced pension and dependence on benefits. 


Although now old enough to claim assistance 
with winter bills, he said for years he and his 
wife had struggled to keep their house warm. 

“I find it strange that the Government 
gives the fuel allowance to some over-ftOs 
who may still be working and not need it., but 
doesn’t offer it to people with health condi¬ 
tions who do,” he said. 

Winter fuel allowance is provided from the 
Department for Work and Pensions {DWF.J, 
but Kent County Council has support net¬ 
works for residents through, social services. 

Help with heating costs and bills relating 
to electric hoists and wheelchairs is taken 
into account when someone is receiving sup¬ 
port from the authority. ButKCC said winter 
fud payments were provided centrally 
A DWP official said: “Winter fuel allowance is 
for older people to ensure they can keep warm. 
For those with disabilities there is extensive 
support, including disability living allowance 
and employment support allowance.”

Last Saturday Labour leader Ed Miliband ventured into the lions’ den when 
party was wiped off Kent’s political map - it has no MPs and only two

L ABOUR Party leader Ed 
Miliband has admitted there 
are “no easy answers” to 
regaining the faith lost by 
voters in Kent, writes Steve Knight. 

Speaking exclusively to KoS, the new leader 
of the Opposition acknowledged his party’s 
dismal record in the Garden of England and 
said he would talk to local people in an 
attempt to regain their trust. 

Labour lost all seven of its MPs in Kent at 
May’s general election and is represented by 
just two members on Kent County Council. 

Furthermore, not one of the 13 district 
councils in the county - including Medway’s 
unitary authority - is under Labour control. 

Recapture 

“I think that here, as in other places across 
the country, people have lost the sense that we 
would help make their lives better,” said Mr 
Miliband. 

“Tackling immigration is an example of a 
key issue among Kent voters, but there are 
others underlining that which they may see as 
more important, such as are their children 
going to get a job or a house, and how are we 
going to help them get on in life? 

“They gave us the benefit of the doubt for a 
while when we were in government, but in the 
end they lost faith. 

“There are no shortcuts or easy answers as 
to how we regain that faith; we’ve got to go out

ARCHANT KOS Media readers grilled Labour 
leader Ed Miliband during the hour-long 
question-and-answer session, writes Simon 
Robinson. 

Students, teachers, pensioners, veterans 
and Kent bloggers were among the audience 
who put their concerns to Mr Miliband at the 
intimate session. 

The Labour supremo fielded questions 
from topics across the political spectrum, 
ranging from the recent student protests to the 
country’s membership of the European Union. 

A Canterbury reader asked Mr Miliband if he 
could live on the minimum wage, to which he 
admitted: “I’d find it very difficult. 

“I have campaigned for a living wage of £7 
an hour. Finding ways to increase the living 
wage is one of our biggest issues as we 
currently have people working hard who can’t 
lift themselves out of poverty.” 

MidKent College’s Medway campus princi¬ 
pal Sue McLeod asked Mr Miliband how he 


felt about the Coalition’s move to scrap the 
Education Maintenance Allowance. 

He said: “I was an advisor when EMA was 
introduced and I think it’s so important. Partly 
because it gives students an incentive to 
stay on [in education], but also because it’s 
about giving young people the chance to do 
things others take for granted. I’m a great 
supporter of EMA. The way the Government 
has got rid of it is very damaging.” 

Photographer Bryan Gulliver brought the 
focus of the Q&A session to Kent when he 
asked if Labour would do away with the 
Dartford Crossing toll. 

Mr Miliband responded: “I register the depth 
of your concern. I can’t give you a promise on 
the tolls as I don’t know the background on 
this. I can promise to look into it. 

“At this stage, six months after the general 
election I’m not going to make false promises. 
It’s something we’ll look at.” 

When asked about his party’s ability to take 


and talk to people. That’s the process we’ve 
embarked on because I think many people in 
Kent felt we had lost our way. 

“We intend to recapture their support.” 

Mr Miliband was in Kent to deliver a speech 
at the Labour Party’s National Policy Forum, 


which was held at Gillingham’s Priestfield 
Stadium last Saturday. He spoke of the need to 
take the Big Society back from the 
Conservatives to become the “people’s party” 
again, and reiterated his desire to target the 
“squeezed middle”.

power at the next general election - if 
it is called ahead of time - Mr Miliband 
said: “I don’t want it to be a five-year 
coalition. We are ready at any time. 

“Having said that, there are no quick 


fixes and there are important lessons 
for my party to learn. We must think 
about how we get back in touch 
with the people. If we put the result 
down to an accident we will be 
consigning ourselves to being out of 
power for longer. It’s a hard process 
of thinking how to win people back.” 

Mr Miliband said his party was 
undergoing reforms in a bid to 
gain the support of disillusioned 
Labour voters. 

“I think New Labour was good in 
some respects,” he said. 

“But I’m afraid that what happened 
is that we lost touch with voters. The 
minimum wage was great when it was 
introduced in 1997, but in the years 
that followed I think people were 
saying ‘you have stopped delivering’. 

“We got stale in our mindset. We’ve 
got to try to reconnect with people.” 


However, Mr Miliband told KoS that 
did not mean he would be ignoring the 
needs of low-paid people like many 
who live in Gillingham - one of the 
county’s most deprived towns. 

“There are many low-paid workers 
who at the last general election won¬ 
dered what was in it for them and did 
not vote,” he said. 

“We want to make a difference to 
their lives as well as the lives of mid¬ 
dle-class families. 

“The Conservatives tend to think 
about the very poor in society and 
then everyone else, whereas we recog¬ 
nise many people on a middle income 
are still struggling to get by. It’s those 
people we want to speak up for.” 

Following his appearance at the 
forum, Mr Miliband travelled the short 
distance to MidKent College’s Medway 
campus for an intimate question-and- 
answer session with KoS readers. 

The Labour leader fielded questions 
on topics from across the political 
spectrum, ranging from the voting 
reform referendum to the problem of 
the national debt. 


When asked afterwards why Kent 
voters should care about his respons¬ 
es given Labour’s current standing as 
the outsider of UK politics, Mr 
Miliband said it was more about gaug¬ 
ing opinions than revealing new poli¬ 
cies at this stage. 

He also ruled out running a cam¬ 
paign based on publicity stunts, refer¬ 
ring to David Cameron’s much-publi¬ 
cised trip to the North Pole - which he 
claimed was to study the effects of cli¬ 
mate change - before he became 
Prime Minister. 

Foothold 

Mr Miliband said: ‘We know it could 
be five years before the next general 
election so now is our opportunity to 
start to rebuild. 

“It’s going to be a long, hard journey, 
but it’s not about going to the North 
Pole to visit huskies. It’s about a long 
engagement with people from Kent 
and elsewhere about what they want 
from a renewed Labour Party. 

“We’ve got to have done the hard 
work before the next election before 


Mews needed 
over selective 
school policy 

THE Labour Party will be “taking 
advice” over its policy on grammar 
school education, said Mr Miliband. 

Kent is one of the only counties in 
the UK that still has grammar 
schools, but Labour has a history of 
being opposed to selective schooling. 

When asked if his party would con¬ 
sider changing tact to win over more 
Kent voters, Mr Miliband replied: “I 
know grammar schools are an issue 
in Kent and I will want to take 
advice from people on that area. 

“But that’s why we’re having a pol¬ 
icy review. Part of it is about how we 
make sure we create good schools 
for as many people as possible.” 

Neither Labour nor the Tories cur¬ 
rently back building new grammars. 


‘We’ll speak 
up’ for hard 
hit rail users 

MR MILIBAND has promised to 
speak up for rail commuters who 
will hit by massive fare increases 
next year. 

From January, disgruntled 
Southeastern passengers will have 
to fork out up to £500 extra for a 
season ticket to London and almost 
£600 on the high-speed service. 

“Investment in trains has to be 
paid for somehow, but if you’re put¬ 
ting up fares significantly then you 
have to recognise the squeeze on liv¬ 
ing standards,” said Mr Miliband. 

“When you add all these things up 
- including tuition fee increases and 
so on - it has a massive financial 
impact on people. We will speak up 
for them.”

Pier into our lost past 


FANCY a day out at the seaside? How about Ramsgate, 


Whitstable or Broadstairs? 

Then again, Hampton-on-Sea looks 
nice - or it did before it became 
Hampton-under-Sea. 

But the long-since vanished north 
Kent village is set to be resurrected 
in a new digital Collins Atlas of 
Great Britain as it unearths the 
nation’s lost settlements. 

Coastal erosion finally claimed 
Hampton as homes fell into the 
Thames Estuary in the early 20th 
century, and few now recall the 
quaint village on the outskirts of 
Heme Bay. 

The authorities demolished other 
village properties as the sea contin¬ 
ued its inland advance, despite 
efforts at coastal defence. 

Part of the original Hampton pier 
still remains today, but all that 
remains of the village is the 
Hampton Inn. It was once known as 
Hampton Pier Inn and dates back to 
the building of the pier by the Heme 
Bay, Hampton and Reculver Oyster 
Fishery Company in the 1860s. 

Incredibly, the inn survived when 
all about it was washed away, leav¬ 
ing uninterrupted views from the

pub and its garden, which provides 
a vantage point for spectacular sun¬ 
sets.

the pub with his wife, Amanda. He 
said: “It’s easy to understand why 
they built a village here in the first 
place. The scenery is stunning and 
the sunsets are like a tropical para¬ 
dise. It’s a shame about the village. 
Parts of it were just washed away.” 

Collins, famous for its reference 
books, says it was in 1916 that the 
coastal erosion took its toll. 

A spokesman said: “Hampton-on- 
Sea was a drowned and abandoned 
village in what is now the Hampton 
area of Heme Bay. 

“It grew from a fishing hamlet in 
1864 at the hands of an oyster fish¬ 
ery company; was developed from 
1879 by land agents; abandoned in 
1916; and finally drowned due to 
coastal erosion by 1921.” 

The village was also home to 
Edmund Reid, who was the 
Metropolitan Police head of CID. For 
a time he was in charge of the Jack 
the Ripper investigation in 
Whitechapel, London. After retire¬ 
ment he spent his days trying to 
save the village and was the last 
person to move out in 1916.

NO PLACE FOR AMATEURS 


Former rugby international and ex-MP DEREK WYATT believes our Olympics 
legacy has been put at risk by the Government’s school sports cuts ‘own goal’ 


T HE Coalition Government’s 
drastic cuts to the school 
sports fund are cause for 
great concern. Levels of fit¬ 
ness in children and young 
people are at an all-time low, it’s an 
embarrassment that the host nation 
of the next Olympics is diverting its 
attention away from the matter. 

Education Secretary Michael Gove stated: 
“The best way to create a lasting Olympic 
legacy in schools is to give them the 
freedom and incentives to organise it 
themselves, for themselves, rather 
than imposing a centralised 
Government blueprint.” 

We cannot, however, pass on the 
burden to our already stretched 
teachers. We need to deploy 
trained and skilled professionals 
to work with schools, and together 
we can provide an affordable solu¬ 
tion to keep the nation healthy, pro¬ 
vide benefits to the community and 
tackle youth obesity. It is much easier 
to target and enthuse children when at 
school than to try to drag them away from 
the games console when they get home. Besides, 
as someone who has had the honour of playing 
rugby for my country, I can vouch that school is 
where our thirst for sporting success is nurtured. 

There is no part of England which will not suf¬ 
fer, and Kent is no exception. School sport partner¬ 
ships (SSP), like the Thanet SSP, which was 
established in 2005, have been instrumental in 
creating an increase in pupils doing the national 
minimum of two hours’ PE per week from 58 per 
cent to 92 per cent. 

Participation in intra-school competition has 
increased from 46 to 97 per cent; and inter-school 
competition from 25 to 64 per cent. These are 
impressive increases and it boggles the mind to 
think that institutions such as these are having 
their funds slashed. Without support these figures 
will not be sustained and we will have let young 
people down. While we are lambasting Michael 
Gove’s and David Cameron’s lack of foresight as to 


what is required to help build our post-Olympics 
legacy, there are heroes emerging who are taking 
it upon themselves to ensure this legacy is deliv¬ 
ered, with or without Government support. 

The Community Sports Foundation is a new 
national charity for children and young adults. 
Founded by Joseph Noble, it is designed to bring 
communities closer together and reduce levels of 
crime, anti-social behaviour and poor health. The 
charity has already established a network of part¬ 
ners and the foundation’s coaching network deliv¬ 
ers sports coaching to more than 50,000 children 
every week and has consulted with more than 150 
schools. These charities need sponsorship 
and are increasingly looking to the pri¬ 
vate sector as Government support 
diminishes. Isn’t it time we shifted the 
focus from what the Government is 
not doing to what outstanding indi¬ 
viduals are doing? Particularly as 
they are so reliant on mass sup¬ 
port, from a wide spectrum of vol¬ 
unteer coaches through to big busi¬ 
ness sponsorship. We do not need to 
give up the ghost of our Olympic 
legacy. We just need to change where 
we are looking to provide it. 

The school sport cuts permeate 
through so many branches of society 
that it has made the uproar particularly 
vociferous. They concern our children, primari¬ 
ly, which is always a strong catalyst for revolt. But 
it also concerns their health, education and safety. 
Sport is a way of bringing individuals together 
and these cuts jeopardise the bonds sport builds. 

My only hope is that what funding remains will 
be invested in proven methods that work instead 
of expensive and radical ideas. This is not an area 
to be handled by have-a-go members of a Big 
Society, but a subject for trained experts. 

Charities such as the foundation help bridge the 
gap, but rely so heavily on public donations and 
corporate sponsorship that the full ramifications 
of the spending review will not be known until we 
actually see how the economy absorbs the shock. 

Will these charities and public organisations 
survive and save our future sports stars now that 
the Government has let them down?

Perhaps this week’s prob¬ 
lems will show Southeastern exactly why 
Kent’s commuters are so angry. 

People know severe weather is unavoid¬ 
able and it would take a miracle for nothing 
to go wrong, but it seems no lessons have 
been learnt from last winter. 

If icy temperatures and snow are to 
become an annual fixture for Kent, those in 
control need to hurry up and work out how 
to keep the county running, otherwise 
we’ve got a long winter ahead of us.

Cup 2018 bid, England has been pipped to 
the post by Russia. 

And to rub salt into the wound Qatar was 
named as host for 2022. It’s a bitter blow to 
England, a country with first-class facilities, 
passionate fans and exciting leagues. 

We still have 
the Olympics in 2012 and next year the 
world’s eyes will be on Kent when the Open 
Golf comes to Sandwich.

Privatisation’s 
wrong track 

Well said, Roger Gale MP, regard¬ 
ing the announcement of outra¬ 
geous train fair hikes in January by 
Southeastern’s Charles Horton. 

This follows fellow Tory MP Sir 
John Stanley’s - and virtually 
everyone else who was there - lam¬ 
basting of Mr Horton at the recent 
Kent County Council rail summit 
in Maidstone over the very same 
issue, along with changes to train 
timetables in December, 2009, and 
station staffing, etc. 

I heard far more sense from other 
participants at the summit regard¬ 
ing the local service - as well as 
Southern, which covers most of 
Sussex and Hampshire plus parts 
of Kent - than anything Mr Horton 
had to say, then or now. 

All this at the same time as pub¬ 
lic transport is being seen as one of 
the best ways to tackle the threat 
from climate change. 

It simply isn’t good enough for Mr 
Horton to keep blaming the 
Government for cuts in subsidies 
when we already have the most 
expensive rail service in Europe. 

People need to use it to get to and 
from work in London and across 
the South East. The fare rises, and 
those proposed for subsequent 
years, will force people into cars - 
damaging the environment further 
- and out of jobs. They also claim 
they cannot consider changing the 
timetables until December, 2012. 
But passengers and staff I’ve spo¬ 
ken to say that’s nonsense. The 
original timetables from before 
December, 2009, need to be rein¬ 
stated and the high-speed trains 
slotted around those, not the other 
way round. 

Further, the high-speed trains sit¬ 
ting idle in sidings should be used 
on ‘classic’ services during peak 
times. Also, as there are two four- 
car sets of old slam-door trains rot¬ 
ting at the Chart Leacon, Ashford, 
depot. Why not refurbish them, 
with a diesel unit installed, and run 
them on the Ashford-Brighton line, 
to improve that sardine-can like 
two-car run. They, and the above 
changes, would be in service far 
sooner than the new coaches prom¬ 
ised by the Government, which will 
take until 2019 to arrive - though 
it seems everywhere except the 
South East. Finally, it has long 
been clear that privatisation of the 
rail industry has been an abject 
failure. Even Tories admit it was 
botched. The time has come to 
return the whole sector to national¬ 
isation, albeit based on a social 
enterprise model. This, along with 
maintaining investments in it, as is 
proposed in the Green Party’s 
Green New Deal for instance, 
rather than ongoing fare hikes, 
overcrowding, and poor service.

Laptop viewers 
and TV licence 

Now that thousands of students 
from Kent have settled into 
their studies, TV Licensing is 
issuing a reminder to ensure 
they are correctly licensed if 
they watch TV online. 

It’s now far more common to 
own a laptop or PC in universi¬ 
ty halls than a traditional televi¬ 
sion set. 

In fact, research suggests that 
of the 84 per cent of students in 
halls who use their laptop/PC to 
watch TV online, 59 per cent 
watch live TV as its broadcast 
and so require a licence. It is 
important students are aware 
whether they need a licence, as 
it’s not worth risking a prosecu¬ 
tion and fine of up to £1,000. 

The law is simple - if you 
watch or record programmes 
online at the same time as they 
are shown on TV, then you need 
a TV licence. For more on online 
licensing requirements and how 
to buy a TV licence, visit 
www.tvlicensing.co.uk/stu- 
dentinfo or call 0300 790 6090.

“The girls’ proposals received an enthusias¬ 
tic response from the meeting with many say¬ 
ing their ideas were a great deal more useful 
than the official report that was commissioned 
by the council,” he said. 

“Ellen and Carla did UCA proud - their 
work was excellent and we are looking for¬ 


ward to further collaborations with the Trust, 
plus an imminent exhibition of their plans.” 

Miss Novak said despite being apprehensive 
about how people might react to their ideas, 
they sparked a debate and were well-received 
by the Tmst and public. 

“I think the audience liked our ideas because 
they were new and different and included fea¬ 


tures that would bring revenue and the tourist 
trade to Heme Bay, which nobody had previ¬ 
ously considered,” she said.

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SO the die has been cast. The 2011 
European Car of the Year award 
; has been won by the Nissan 
Leaf - probably the first practi¬ 
cal all-electric production car. 

The runners-up were two far more 
exciting cars, but conventional ones never¬ 
theless, so this was a victory for new 
technology made all the more emphatic 
because the Europe-wide panel of leading 
motoring writers has rarely favoured 
contestants from outside that continent. 

The fact remains though that while the 
scribes were impressed by the plug-in 
appeal of the Leaf, who will buy this 
Japanese pioneer? 

It won’t be cheap. Even with a £5,000 
government grant, it will cost £23,990 
when it arrives in the UK next March. 

Prices may ease relatively though once 
production of the car and its batteries start 
at Nissan’s Sunderland UK plant in 2013, 
and there is economy of scale through other 
electric models from Nissan and its French 
parent, Renault. 

Despite an eye-watering price that could 
get you into bigger cars with snobbier 
brand credentials than Nissan’s, the 
zero-emission Leaf will attract committed 
environmentalist councils, companies and 
individuals though, as always, I question 
what emissions are being generated else¬ 
where in order to charge any electric car. 

Once bought, the Leaf will also have 
minimal ‘fuel costs’ and be exempt from 
road tax, though we can be sure that any

government will move to shore up this twin 
tax loss if there is a stampede towards elec¬ 
tric cars. 

On the other hand, conventional cars 
may be harder to give up, especially when 
they are as attractive as the two runners- 
up in this year’s Car of the Year contest 
which attracted 40 entries, slashed to just 
seven finalists. 


Number two was the glamorous Alfa 
Romeo Giulietta, which attracts with eco- 
friendly diesel power options as much as it 
does with looks, pace and driving pleasure 
- ‘also-ran’ status will be hard to bear for 
the resurgent Fiat group brand. 

Vauxhall is also entitled to be miffed with 
a number three slot for the second genera¬ 
tion Meriva, a rarity in the MPV 


world because it is as attractive and nice to 
drive as it is versatile. A neat innovation is 
its wider-opening doors, with the back pair 
also opening rearwards giving easier access 
for kids and parents strapping them in. 

Top slot would also have been nice for the 
General Motors brand after its brilliant 
Astra was pipped last year by the classy 
but hardly radical VW Polo. 

Volvo too will be upset that its first seri¬ 
ous S60 challenger in the compact exec car 
sector was also relegated to sixth.

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This week’s reminder - go slow in the snow 





IT NEVER ceases to amaze how 
some drivers regard snow as a 
licence to drive normally. 

As a hard-bitten police instructor once told 
me accidents are “usually caused by a sloppy 
nut on the steering wheel”, and never is that 
more obvious than when the white stuff starts 
flying about. 

What made the fact harder to bear this week 
was knowing that Kent was blanketed less 
than a year ago - how short are some drivers’ 
memories? 

The Driving Instructors’ Association’s (DIA) 
advanced motorists arm reckons part of the 
problem is the popular emphasis on what to do 
in a skid, when matters shouldn’t be getting 
that far in the first place. 

And the DIA followed with sound safety 
advice for the chilliest conditions: 

1) PLAN and prepare for journeys, even as 
early as the day before. 

2) CHECK fuel, antifreeze, windscreen wash¬ 
er levels and tyre pressures. Pull wipers 
away from the windscreen/rear window to

prevent the rubber freezing to the glass. 

3) SET the alarm earlier to allow time to 
clear your car completely before your journey. 

4) DON’T leave your car unattended with 
the engine running. It’s illegal on a public 
highway and may invalidate your insurance 
if the car was then stolen. 

5) CLEAR snow from the roof and bonnet to 
prevent it slipping during braking, obscuring 
your vision or flying off at higher speeds and 
endangering others. 

6) DRIVE in a higher gear than normal; 
for example, third gear instead of second. 
This reduces the risk of the driving wheels 
slipping. 

7) THINK ahead; it can take 10 times longer 
to stop in wintiy conditions. Ease off the 
accelerator and allow the car to stop by itself, 
making sure any gear changes are smooth. 


Use brakes sparingly and gently; try to avoid 
braking on bends or descents and brake 
when you can and not when you have to. 

8) PAY attention to road surfaces, particular¬ 
ly on bridges and flyovers where cold air 
passing under them often causes freezing. 
Be aware of sheltered areas too; these can 
harbour black ice. 

9) ROAD markings may be less visible at junc¬ 
tions due to compacted snow or salt and grit. 

10) PLAN rest breaks on longer journeys. 
Keep in touch with colleagues, friends and 
relatives to relay progress and intended 
arrival time. Be realistic about time and 
avoid driving at night if possible. 

11) KEEP warm by taking hot drinks, 
blankets and warm and waterproof clothing. 
You may even need sunglasses due to glare 
from the snow or the low winter sun. 

12) CONSIDER buying a shovel and set of 
snow chains. Shovels are cheap and chains 
will help you to drive in very deep snow and 
are usually under £100.

Heavy metal star’s hybrid headline act at car auction 


DEALERS and punters at the BCA car auc¬ 
tions in Paddock Wood were asked to bid for a 
rather odd celebrity car. 

It was a petrol-electric 60-plate Honda CR-Z 
Coupe GT, a rare hybrid sports model 
launched just a few months ago. 

But that’s not the odd bit. 

What was really unusual was that it was 
once owned by Justin Hawkins, former front- 
man of heavy rock band, The Darkness and a 
known car nut. 

Even a brief ownership - the car had just 


1,400 miles on the clock - of this paragon of 
environmental motoring and in pearl white, 
may come as a shock to Hawkins’ fans who 
revere him for his heavy guitar chords, falsetto 
vocals, and his band’s dubiously titled festive 
hit Christmas Time (Don’t Let the Bells End). 

Admittedly, the Honda had one additional 
feature beloved by celebrities - privacy glass - 
but otherwise would fall short of what might 
be expected of a man who performed well in 
Top Gear’s notorious celebrity lap ‘in a reason¬ 
ably-priced car’, which was specially decked 


out for the occasion with heavy metal flames. 

Now fronting a new band called Hot Leg, he 
has owned powerful motors including a 
Jaguar XK8 - a V8 monster that made head¬ 
lines after the rocker emerged from his house 
to find it resting on bricks after the theft of the 
large and expensive alloy wheels. 

The rather less raunchy Honda would have 
cost him around £20,000 if bought through a 
dealer and sold at BCA’s auction for £18,500. 

BCA declined to name the buyer. I think we 
can be sure it wasn’t another rock star though.

IT IS no exaggeration to say that 
the previous Swift changed 
Suzukfs image as a carmaker. 

Before that. UK buyers in particular regard¬ 
ed the Japanese? marque’s supermini ;is, Swift 
by name, naff by nature and Suzuki itself as a 
producer of motorbikes and affordable* highly 
competent proper 4x4?. 

There was a ‘Swiff change to that perception 
in 2005; it waa as if someone at Suzuki had 
?aid “the supermini game is where it's at and 
we’re not in it yet" 1 . 

The new Swift, could cut a dash with its 
BMW Mini-style high waist and wraparound 
screen and had a bit of dash in the driving 
department too. Even in basic format* it now 
deserved the Swift name. 

Five years on and it's more of the same - 


thank goodness. This time our anonymous 
spokffsinan at Suzuki said ‘'don't fix it if it 
ain't broke". 

So despite changing every exterior panel 
and taking the interior upmarket, the new 
Swill looks like its predecessor yet still stands 
apart from the opposition and offer? incredible 
value. 

Priced from a psychologically attractive 
£9,905. it h expected to account for nearly 40 
per cent of all UK Suzuki car sales. 


The newcomer continues in both three and 
five-door guises and is actually slightly bigger 
all round; probably the right thing to do, now 
that Suzuki has also uprated its Alto baby 
car model. 

And there are lots more grown-up fixtures 
about, the latest Swift, launched in September, 
including; electronic stability control as

and, as ever, I question whether most buyers 
will claw back that extra outlay through the 
oil-burner’s better consumption, especially 
when the 1.2 petrol can average in the mid-50s 
for mpg and low emissions attract just £30 a 
year in road tax. 

The diesel will average at least lOmpg 
better, but the road tax will be the same and 
then there is extra engine weight, a travesty in 
a car that feels so light on its feet and certain¬ 


ly the best supermini drive at this price. 

Exemplary steering and handling in the old 
car has been enhanced by a wider track and 
bigger wheels and I look forward to the prom¬ 
ise of a big engine Sport model to come. 

Where Suzuki did need to do some work was 
in the cabin, now dramatically enhanced with 
far better materials and more comfortable 
seats; it’s not the best, but the best at this price. 

I can foresee one gripe from would-be buyers 
though - the boot remains small and has a 


high lip, but it would be a piffling reason to 
reject a fine car. 

And while it was lovely to run around in our 
flagship SX4 test car (from £11,795) with toys 
including cruise, sporty start button, 
Bluetooth, rear privacy glass and auto head¬ 
lamps, its prospective buyers will probably 
look to the Mini brochure.

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Mixed messages add 
to cautious outlook

BUSINESS confidence in Kent and 
the South East has suffered a major 
setback, according to the influential 
UK Business Confidence Monitor. 

Firms report concern for a tough year ahead 
and the confidence factor for the 2010 final 
quarter stands at +2.3, against the +9.7 
achieved last quarter. 

Though it has not slumped into a negative rat¬ 
ing, the picture painted by the BCM - produced by 
accountants’ mouthpiece, the ICAEW, and Grant 
Thornton - also underlines the mixed messages 
that county businesses are contending with. 

This week they also heard a confidence booster: 
their peers in smaller companies across the coun¬ 
ty and the South East were still keen to hire new 
staff. According to office and workspace agency 
Regus, 41 per cent want to increase their head- 
count in 2011 against 38 per cent nationally 

And this is despite 79 per cent also believing 
that the interests of small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) were overlooked by govern¬ 
ment, a factor also undoubtedly contributing to 
29 per cent of respondents saying their stress 
levels have soared in the past two years. 

Regional spokesman for Regus, Celia Donne, 
said: “Entrepreneurial businesses show strong 
signs that the sector is getting ready to grasp 
the full momentum of the recovery by investing 
in staff rather than cutting personnel. 

“SMEs are choosing to increase flexibility of 
location and reducing fixed office space rather 
than reduce staff in order to attract and reward 
top staff, such as returning mothers who will 
benefit from a better work/life balance.” 

There was positive research, too, from 
Clydesdale Bank, showing 76 per cent of busi¬ 
nesses in the South East believing Britain is a 


good place to start a new business, with 63 per 
cent saying the UK economy offers good 
prospects for both business investment and 
long-term growth - 80 per cent see the UK as a 
business-friendly country Clydesdale’s regional 
director, Will Lindsay, said: “Many businesses 
are looking to their future prospects with a 
growing degree of confidence. Although there 
will continue to be economic challenges ahead, 
there will also be opportunities for strong busi¬ 
nesses which will enable them to grow” 

There was also a guardedly upbeat message to 
Kent businesses this week from the Bank of 
England (see story below). 

But the ICAEW’s view failed to live up to its 
‘Inspiring Confidence’ motto, with regional 
director Fay Webster saying: “The steady decline 
in confidence over recent quarters reflects ongo¬ 


ing uncertainty about the economy in the region 
over the next 12 months. Companies in the 
South East are understandably cautious to 
invest going forward, both in the business itself 
and staff. These are both crucial factors in help¬ 
ing growth and creating a strong recovery. 

“Due to this, the year ahead looks uncomfort¬ 
able for many, especially when the public sector 
spending cuts begin to take effect.” 

However, Grant Thornton partner Ellen 
Walsh injected some reasons to be cheerful: 
“Businesses are still projecting growth, albeit 
lower than we have experienced in the past. 

“Interest rates are expected to remain low for 
longer, exports are growing and if businesses are 
able to scrutinise and adapt their business mod¬ 
els to reflect the market, they have every oppor¬ 
tunity to grow in 2011,” she said. 


Dale foresees headwinds, but not ice 


BANK of England Governor Mervyn King’s right- 
hand man planned to tell Kent business people 
about headwinds that could affect a bright eco¬ 
nomic outlook. But Spencer Dale’s speech to a 
21st birthday dinner for Kent 
Business School at the 
University of Kent at Canterbury 
was put on ice after this week’s 
snowfall across Kent. 

Nevertheless, the Bank has 
been active in trying to update 
the business community and 
the substance of his proposed 
speech was released after 
Wednesday’s event was post¬ 
poned. 

The Bank’s executive direc¬ 
tor and chief economist said the pace of the UK 
recovery to date compared favourably with previ¬ 
ous episodes and the composition of growth was 
encouraging. The pick-up in private sector

spending had helped offset a weaker net trade 
performance but he said it was “too soon to say 
we are out of the woods,” adding: “Economic 
recovery has to be judged in terms of the level of 
output, not the rate at which it is growing - one 
year of growth does not make a recovery.” 

He went on to identify two headwinds hamper¬ 
ing growth, the most obvious being public sector 
spending, as a share of GDP, being projected to 
fall by around eight percentage points over the 
next five years. 

But he was confident that this would not derail 
the recovery, though business and household 
confidence and behaviour could go either way. 

The second headwind was that UK banks were 
still unable to lend normally, affecting smaller 
firms particularly. But Mr Dale said banks had 
strengthened their capital and funding positions 
and he hoped the banking system would soon 
exert less drag on the economy. 

And there were helpful tailwinds, the strongest 


being positive Government policies and then 
sterling’s substantial depreciation, which should 
rebalance the economy towards exports. 

“The increased competitiveness of our goods 
exports has succeeded in arresting the persistent 
decline in our share of world export markets seen 
over the past 15 years or so,” said Mr Dale. 

“In contrast, exports of services have fallen, 
possibly reflecting reduced global demand for 
financial and business services in the current 
environment.” 

This made forecasting difficult, but he remained 
confident the UK economy “would grow at rates 
around or a little above its historical average”. 

And he also stoutly rebuffed accusations that 
the Bank’s Monetary Policy Committee (MPC) 
“had gone soft on inflation”. 

Recent inflation had been driven by temporary 
price level shocks, he said, and “the MPC 
remains as hard-nosed as ever in its determina¬ 
tion to hit the inflation target”. 
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Comment 

A S WE try to rebuild a shattered economy by recalling 
the distant heyday of manufacturing that made 
Britain great, it’s a worry that we can’t remember a 
harsh lesson of just a few months ago. 

But is anyone surprised to be halted once more and facing 
more financial carnage for Kent business, just as economic 
growth starts to gather pace? 

To be fair, the authorities seem to have been caught nap¬ 
ping even in the far north and in Scotland and Wales, where 
extreme winters are more common. 

So even if Kent and the South East generally were to gear 
up to battling big freezes on a more regular basis, we could 
never be sure to conquer them entirely. 

Anyway, where would the cash come from for the heavy- 
duty machinery? And could you justify the expense of it 
standing idle for the most of the year? 

So, at the risk of sounding like I bought into David 
Cameron’s rather woolly Big Society theory, how about Kent 
businesses and councils forming an alliance in both their 
interests to keep the roads and railways open through pool¬ 
ing their Tonka Toys - a system that works in parts of the 
USA? 

Farmers already get some local authority cash for helping 
out and it would be cheaper for councils to set aside dwin¬ 
dling funds to pay companies to adapt vehicles they already 
own, rather than to invest in new equipment themselves - 
especially at a time when the public sector is cutting man¬ 
power, too. 

Companies and their staff also need to embrace two key 
transport issues: that winter and all-season car tyres are 
now a practical and more affordable proposition and that IT 
has advanced to the point where being stranded shouldn’t 
stop office workers working remotely - providing employers 
recognise this can be just as productive, and far safer, than 
them often wasting hours by labouring in on chaotic roads 
or rail systems.

NEW frameworks to nurture female talent for top 
jobs in business are needed rather than a move 
towards gender quotas, writes Steve Loader. 


That was the call by the 
Institute of Directors (IoD), 
responding to the Government’s 
recent consultation Women On 
Boards: Call For Evidence, 
designed to promote more 
female participation at board- 
room level. 

Gender quotas have been a 
popular suggestion, but the IoD 
argues that the key criteria for 
appointment to a board should 
always be the merit of the indi¬ 
vidual, and their likely contribu¬ 
tion to the achievement of the 
organisation’s objectives. 

It believes quotas would actual¬ 
ly be demeaning for aspiring and 
existing female directors and, far 
from increasing the legitimacy of 
boards, could undermine the 
credibility of female directors by 
suggesting they had been 
appointed to meet regulations. 

The IoD also opposes volun¬ 
tary quotas, because these could 
suggest that a company was 
poorly-run if it did not achieve 
the target. 

The IoD would rather see 
Government and business pro¬ 
moting more informal mentor¬ 
ing, nurturing and networking 
of female talent. 

Miles Templeman, the IoD’s 
director general and chairman 
of Faversham-based brewer 
Shepherd Neame, said: “There 
are no shortcuts to greater gen-

der diversity in the boardroom. 
As in other areas of corporate 
governance, the Government 
should focus on long-term solu¬ 
tions rather than measures - 
such as board quotas or targets 
- that merely mask the symp¬ 
toms of the problem. 

“Efforts to improve female par¬ 
ticipation in boardrooms should 
be aimed at the source of the 
problem - a low female presence 
in executive management - and 
should not constrain the abilities 
of boards and shareholders to 
make director appointments on 
the basis of merit and the needs 
of their organisation.” 


■ ST JOHN John Ambulance has urged Kent businesses to ensure 
they have trained first aiders on hand over the festive season.

A MULTI-million-pound hygiene scheme looking to 
shame food outlets into raising standards has been 
launched, writes Maryke Cox, 


Kent is one of the first areas of 
the country to introduce the 
national initiative, which will 
nee restaurants and takeaways 
rated by councils and the results 
displayed to customers when 
they are choosing where to eat. 

Dartford Borough Council 
teamed up with shopping centre 
Blue water on Tuesday to launch 
the £2,5 mi I lion Pood Hygiene 
Rating Scheme, led by the Food 
Standards Agency (FSA) + which 
aims to cut the one million cases 
of food poisoning a year, 

Council leader Cllr Jeremy 
Kite said both the public and 
restaurants would benefit from 
the scheme: “The public will be 
able to use the ratings as a guide 
when deciding which outlets to 
visit and we hope food compa¬ 
nies wall reettgnise that display¬ 
ing a good hygiene rating is good 
for business,” lie said, 

4£ When customers expect to see 
a good rating there is a real 
incentive for food businesses to 
seek to make improvements to 


the ir hygiene standards.” 

The initiative involves outlets 
being inspected by food safety 
officers from council environ¬ 
mental health departments 
which are then rated on a scale 
ringing from zero - where there 
is a need for urgent improve¬ 
ment - to the top rating of five. 

Ratings are available on the 
FSA website and outlets arc 
given stickers and a certificate 
to display. But while the scheme 
has won praise from some coun¬ 
cils, others across the UK have 
chosen not to join - despite early 
predictions that hundreds would 
sign up by next year. Figures 
revealed that only a small num¬ 
ber of local authorities have 
looked into using the system, 

A spokesman from food 
hygiene scheme Scores On The 
Doors, which is similar to the 
new initiative, said councils did 
not want to spend money when 
cheaper hygiene programmes 
already existed. 

But Jeff Rooker, chairman of 


the ESA, said the new scheme gives 
customers the ability to bo a judge 
themselves on whether they consid¬ 
er hygiene standards of a food out¬ 
let to be good enough. 

He added: “If customers are look¬ 
ing for a hygiene rating, this will 
drive businesses to improve stan¬ 
dards. Many people suffer from food 
poisoning every year, but we should¬ 
n’t feel we are gambling with our 
health when we eat out.” 

Other Kent district councils arc 
being invited to join.Ratings of food 
outlets will be available to view on 
the FSA website at 
wvvw.food.govuk/ratings or by view¬ 
ing a sticker in participating outlets.

There is much talk of commercial and household spending being 
reined in this Christmas - though the shops seem to be bustling.

Far from being a seasonal job, it’s an all-year round task, as Paul

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1HOSE in the acting profession have 
their superstitions, so pantomime 
producer Paul Hendy avoided men¬ 
tioning the 'Scottish play’ and was 
probably touching wood when he told 
Business Week: “The panto business seems 
to have been recession-proof. Even in 
Sheffield, an area suffering in the down¬ 
turn, our production is £30,000 ahead on 
tickets sales compared to last year. 

“All of our shows are up on last year and I think it’s 
well known that the Canterbury production usually 
takes £1 million at the box office. 

“There’s an attitude that "Whatever happens, we are not 
giving up on our panto’ - it’s the annual family outing or 
treat. You’ll often see three generations of families going. 

“OK, I know a few theatres where things are not so 
bright, but we have built a reputation for quality and 
audiences keep coming back, so we carry over gags and 
sketches - there would be uproar if we left them out. 

‘And a successful panto is crucial to most UK theatres, 
because it allows them to put on other stuff that is 
important but less likely to attract big audiences.”

‘We already know all our titles for next 
year and have approached a couple of 
artists. You need a lead time of 13 months 
or so to get the good panto stars.

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booming - oh, yes it is!

bom to it and you just have to have 
them, like a football team revolves 
around a star striker or key 
midfielder. We are already 
talking about next year to 
Dave Lee, for instance, a Kent 
legend in comedy.” 

Paul should know his busi¬ 
ness; now aged 44, he started 
appearing in panto at 17, usu¬ 
ally in the comedy Buttons 
role though occasionally as 
the villain, and stopped only 
recently. 

“It was great, but just 
became too much with every¬ 
thing else I was doing. I don’t 
really miss it and I still get 
the occasional fix anyway, by 
understudying when someone 
can’t go on for some reason.” 


The Marlowe itself holds fond 
memories for Paul and Emily. He 


grew up in Shropshire while Emily 
comes from Deal, but they met in 
1997 when her mum and dad’s com¬ 
pany was staging Beauty and the 
Beast at the Marlowe and Paul was 
in the cast. 

B Y this time, Paul had also bro¬ 
ken into TV as presenter of 
the popular Disney Club chil¬ 
dren’s programme, after cutting his 
teeth as a holiday park entertainer 
in Britain and abroad, though the 
lure of comedy would bring him 
back to live performance: “I grew up 
on diet of Morecambe and Wise and 
Tommy Cooper and performing in 
and now putting on pantos is a nat¬ 
ural extension of that.” 

It has also enabled him to become 
a skilled corporate entertainer, but 
another venture is currently on hold 
- published author. 

Based on his own showbiz 
experiences, his first book, 
Diary of a C-List Celebrity, 
was published in 2005, fol¬ 
lowed by Who Killed Simon 
Peters, last year. He said: 

“It’s something I’m very 
proud of, but it’s hard work 
and something of a busman’s 
holiday when I’m also trying 
to plough through scripts as 
well, so I’m not rushing to 
write any more. The money 
was OK, but I didn’t do it for 
the money.” 

If he gets any spare time, 
he says he likes to watch 
films - particularly comedies.

• Never let quality slip - “There’s an old say¬ 
ing, ‘You can shear a sheep many times, but 
scalp it just once’ and that goes for panto 
audiences or any customers really.”

A ND he clearly enjoys putting 
his experience into scripts, 
which have led to an unusual 
contribution to the UK export drive 
being called for lately.

- a home of hi-tech industry - is 
now in its fourth year of staging 
Evolution-inspired pantomimes. 

‘We get to see a DVD of the pro¬ 
ductions and it is a bit weird seeing 
the American interpretation of 
something so typically British, but 
they keep coming back for more,” 
said Paul. 

Another Evolution sideline is hir¬ 
ing out unused gear. A warehouse 
near Dover is home to the compa¬ 
ny’s 16 complete panto sets and 
3,000 costumes. 

Paul said: “It’s pretty crowded in 
there when they’re all in storage, 
but hiring out what we aren’t using 
can be lucrative, though we also 
need them to be available for refur¬ 
bishment. We have two full-time 
staff working on that. 

“And that’s all part of maintaining 
quality and looking to innovate, too.” 

He is excited by the fact that this 
year’s Chatham panto has two 
major new technical features, a 12ft 
tall animatronic Giant and a 
beanstalk that grows before the 
audience’s eyes. 

And the Canterbury production is 
being staged in a huge marquee 
while the Marlowe Theatre itself is 
closed for redevelopment. 

“It’s a 1,200-seat temporary the¬ 
atre and, to my knowledge, it has 
never been done with a panto on 
this scale before,” Paul said.

PETTY power plays over office 
space and 'nesting’ behaviour 
costs companies an estimated 50 
per cent extra on their property 
budgets. 

Management consultants Advanced 
Workplace Associates (AWA) published the 
finding after assessments taken from 70 build¬ 
ings including some 30,000 desks, 500 hot 
desks and 640 meeting rooms. 

These showed that desk space is occupied 
just 49 per cent of the time and some work¬ 
spaces for as little as 27 per cent. 

AWA managing director Andrew Mawson 
said millions of people had been coming to the 
office every day to work at ‘their’ desks since 
the dawn of the industrial era. 

He added: “The size of a manager’s office and 
the position of the desk have, in some organi¬ 
sations, been a sign of power and status. 

“In this conventional world, architects, 
chartered surveyors and property develop¬ 
ers have considered workplace capacity in 
terms of square footage and occupiers have 
measured space efficiency in terms of area 
per full-time equivalent. This makes offices 
hugely inefficient.” 

He added that each employee might also 
have five or six weeks’ holiday a year, up to two

weeks off sick, and periods for offsite visits 
such as training courses and meetings, mak¬ 
ing each employee away one day in five. 

Departmental ‘ownership’ of space is anoth¬ 
er potential waste as managers hold on to 
desks which may be occupied in the future and 
to secure their headcount to retain status. 

Space may even be allocated for seasonal 
workers, such as auditors, once a year. 

So-called hot desks, provided for staff drop¬ 
ping into the office, are used just 16 per cent of 
the time and very much a choice of last resort, 
according to AWA. 

On the other hand, said Mr Mawson: 
“Enlightened organisations realise that the 
capacity of the building lies not just in its 
space, but also in its time available. 

“While managers want to have their team 
around them, a more flexible approach is to 
operate in hubs’ - anchor points around which 
the team gathers using available desks.” 

Technology has played a key part in break¬ 
ing some of the old working habits, says the 
report. Initially, mobile phones and laptops 
allowed a minority to operate offsite. 

Further advances mean that people can now 
log on to company phone and computer net¬

works anywhere - within the building, around 
other buildings and outside the office. 

“What is needed is a complete understand¬ 
ing of the way that people can work,” said Mr 
Mawson. “Organisations can accommodate 14 
employees per 10 workspaces, through man¬ 
aged home working and flexible use of space. 

“With these measures, 80 per cent desk util¬ 


isation is achievable without affecting produc¬ 
tivity. Architects and interior designers need to 
adopt an evidence-based approach to their 
design and focus on what is needed rather 
than what people think they want. 

“Ultimately, if estate managers want to cut 
budgets or to reduce carbon footprints, better 
use of space is the answer.” 


■ MEMBERS of the Federation of Small Businesses in the county have welcomed the 
Government’s pledge to help make small business rate relief automatic. Business rates 
are the third largest cost to many small firms. 

The FSB has long campaigned for rate relief to be made automatic. Every year millions of 
pounds - calculated and earmarked by the Treasury for eligible businesses - go unclaimed.

Ladies’ bid for

DANI Masters’ and Claire Aitken’s hopes of 
gaining full cards for the Ladies European 
Tour (LET) next year remain intact after the 
pair successfully navigated their way through 
pre-qualifying.

The Mid 
Kent member, 24, began badly with a seven- 
over-par 78 on the north course in Monday’s 
first round, but got back into contention with a 
superb three-under-par 70 on the south course 
in round two. 

Back-to-back 74s to close saw Aitken finish 
eight-over-par in a share of 18th place, five 
shots clear of 36th place. 

Final qualifying begins on December 15.

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Lisa puts 1500m gold 
at top of list for 2012 

Athlete puts 800m on backbumer after iniurv - hit season

MIDDLE distance runner Lisa 
Dobriskey has confirmed compet¬ 
ing in the 1500-metres remains 
her priority leading up to the 
2012 London Olympics. 

The world silver medallist has been con¬ 
templating the idea of doubling up by com¬ 
peting in the 800m as well as the 1500m, a 
similar approach adopted by double Olympic 
champion Dame Kelly Holmes in 2004. 

Dobriskey, the 26-year-old Ashford athlete, 
was planning to take part in both distances 
in October’s Commonwealth Games in India, 
before a thigh injury struck which ruled her 
out of the competition. 

Priority 

However, the former Commonwealth cham¬ 
pion has reiterated her desire to compete only 
in the 1500m event for the immediate future. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “The 1500m will 
always be my main priority and any 800s I 
run are just a means to an end. They keep 
things fresh mentally too, just to have a go 
at something different. 

“I had entered both events in Delhi as it was 
at the end of the season and the 800m was 
after the 1500m, so there was no pressure.” 


Dobriskey has returned to full training 
after recovering from a thigh problem at her 
Loughborough base. After a season rocked 
by niggles, she is desperate to come through 
the winter unscathed. 

She said: “Consistency will be the key to 
me having a good winter. The past few win¬ 
ters have been fragmented through injury 
and I feel my fitness has suffered because of 
this. Having a good winter is crucial if I 
want to perform well in the summer. 

“It is where the foundations are laid both 


in terms of overall fitness and correcting 
any structural weaknesses. 

“I’m fortunate to be supported by such a 
great medical team in Loughborough. I 
have worked with them for a long time, so 
they understand my body and needs. 

“I am generally a high-maintenance ath¬ 
lete and have a lot of physiotherapy 
throughout most of the year. In a normal 
week I would see the physio between 
three and five times and have two hours’ 
general massage in addition.”

LIFE as a globe-trotting interna¬ 
tional rugby sevens player takes 
Dan Caprice from Dubai to South 
Africa this week as the IRB 
World Series gets into full swing. 

The Chatham-born wing kicked 
off the competition with England 
in the Middle East this weekend 
and in the first of four double- 
headers in the series, the action 
heads to the Outeniqua Park 
Stadium in George on Saturday. 

Having come so close to glory 
with his country at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
India, Caprice firmly believes 
England can win the World 
Series for the first time since 
its inception in 1999.

All pool games will be played 
on Saturday, with England like¬ 
ly to face either Argentina or 
South Africa - the side who 
pipped them to Commonwealth 
bronze - in the quarter-finals on 
Sunday.

The Gills spread two bales of Irish peat 
across the surface in an attempt to make 
it playable. 

In cricket the debate of ‘chucking’ 
showed no sign of abating, with Kent 
manager Les Ames saying the English 
were in position to lecture the Australians, 
who were due to tour in 1961. 

“Who are we to say that Meckiffe or 
Rorke throw,” he said, citing the case of 
the English bowler Tony Lock, who was 
called for throwing in the 1954 series with 
the West Indies. “At the time nothing was 
said, the only umpire to call him was Fred 
Price and he was not supported. 

“He was almost ostracised and Lock 
was allowed to get away with throwing. 
Now suddenly we have said we are going 
to stamp out this business.” 


25 YEARS AGO: FOLKESTONE chair- 

1985 man Freddie Frost stepped down, 
ending a 50-year association with 
the Cheriton Road club, after refusing to 
sanction a £120 per week cut to the wage 
bill of the struggling Southern League side. 

Quoting seminal MOR rockers Bachman 
Turner Overdrive, Gillingham’s Keith 
Oakes said: “You Aint Seen Nothing Yet!” 
after the Gills beat Doncaster 4-0 to under¬ 
line their promotion credentials. 

Ron Hillyard shrugged off the flu to play 
and the Gills were 2-0 up in the first six 
minutes through Martin Robinson and a 
Dave Mehmet penalty. 

Tony Cascarino added a third on 48 min¬ 
utes and Dave Shearer scored a sensa¬ 
tional fourth from the acutest of angles. 

An FA Vase replay between Tunbridge 
Wells and Camberley was abandoned due 
to fog with the score 5-5. 


I • • 10 YEARS AGO: COLIN Cowdrey, one 

2000 of Kent and England’s greatest ever 
I -— cricketers, passed away aged 67. 

Lord Cowdrey of Tonbridge was taken ill 
while attending Canterbury week in July 
and was reported to have suffered a stroke. 

He was the youngest player ever to repre¬ 
sent his school at Lord’s when he appeared 
for Tonbridge as a 13-year-old and went on 
to score 22 centuries for England. 

England captain Nasser Hussain said: 
“As well as being one of the most gifted 
batsmen of his generation, he was also 
one of the nicest people you could meet 
and a good friend to the England team.” 

At the time of his death Cowdrey was the 
fourth highest run scorer for England in 
Test matches, behind Graham Gooch, 
David Gower and Geoffrey Boycott - he 
has since been overtaken by Alec Stewart 
and Mike Atherton.

Shaping up nicely 

BRANDS Hatch’s calendar for the 2011 season 
is taking shape following the announcement of 
the British Touring Car Championship (BTCC) 
and British Formula 3 schedules.

RFU play waiting game 
over eye-gouge incident 

Club still in the dark as to whether they 

will face punishment over p la yer’s injury

MAIDSTONE RFC are still wait¬ 
ing to learn whether they will 
face action from the Rugby 
Football Union [RFU] for the 
deliberate gouge which blinded 
an opposition player in one eye. 

At the hearing last month which cleared 
Matt lies of injuring Gravesend’s Clarence 
Harding in a Kent Cup tie on January 17, 
the RFU ruled an unidentified Maidstone 
player had deliberately injured the South 
African number eight. 

However, Maidstone had still received no 
word from the RFU when KoS went to press, 
as union bosses deliberated over whether to 
take further action. 

Should they proceed against the county 
town club, the RFU have the power to 
impose a fine, deduct points or even relegate 
Maidstone, but with so few similar cases in 
recent years the union are proceeding with 
caution. 

“The legal officer is still discussing 
whether to bring action against Maidstone,” 
said an RFU spokesman. 

“It’s something that has to be looked at 
very carefully because it would set a prece¬ 
dent, saying a club is responsible for what 
happened. That’s quite a major step and 
we’re not taking it lightly. It is being debat¬ 
ed fairly robustly by our legal team.” 

With no individual player now facing 
charges for injuring Harding, any action 
would fall under rule 5.12, which covers acts 
prejudicial to the interests of the union 
and/or the game. 

For a club to collectively face punishment 
in this way is rare, although Doncaster club 
Thomesians were docked 10 points last 
month for fielding an underage player. 

Deal & Betteshanger’s 15-point deduction 
for the abandonment of their game against 
East Grinstead following a mass brawl in 
October also fell under rule 5.12, but

Maidstone chairman Andy Golding said he 
had been given no hint of the RFU’s next 
move. 

“We’ve had no indication whatsoever, we’re 
in the dark as much as anyone else,” he said. 

“We expected something this week, but 
we’ve had nothing and I don’t know what 
that means. We were hoping to hear either 
way whether they’ll take action or not 
because we need to know.” 

The bans handed down to players found 
guilty of eye-gouging lend some insight into 
the stance taken by rugby’s governing bodies 
against the offence. 

Stade Francais scrum-half Julien Dupuy 
was banned for six months while his 
team-mate, prop David Attoub, is serving a 
70-week ban for making contact with the eye 
area of Ulster’s Stephen Ferris. 


Man-of-the-match performance has 
Sarries’ coach purring over Ransom

TEENAGE rugby star Ben Ransom is in the 
form of his life after turning in a man-of-the 
match display on his senior debut for 
Premiership club Saracens. 

The former Tonbridge schoolboy is now 
bidding to secure a regular starting place 
with one eye on the Sarries’ Boxing Day clash 
against London Wasps at Wembley Stadium. 

Ransom, 18, was handed his first start for 
Saracens in their LV= Cup tie against 
Northampton Saints and he seized his oppor¬ 
tunity by out-shining a host of more experi¬ 
enced players. 

The performance earned Ransom individ¬ 
ual praise from head coach Mark McCall 
and the Sidcup-born full-back said the 
experience had simply heightened his desire 
for more of the same. 

“To get man-of-the-match was very pleasing 


and it was a great atmosphere, running out 
for the first-team,” he said. “I’ve played a lot of 
A’ League [with the academy side], but it was 
very different, playing with adults, a different 
style and level of physicality. 

“Saracens are quite a tight unit, it’s a real 
family environment. Ill keep pushing to get a 
starting place in the Premiership and I’m 
hoping to secure a starting place with England 
in the under-20 Six Nations.” 

Ransom, who first joined Saracens in 2007, 
spent time on loan with Blackheath and his 
impressive performances in National 1 persuad¬ 
ed Sarries to promote him to the senior set-up. 

Having spent this week on a warm-weather 
England training camp in Portugal, Ransom’s 
focus now switches back to club commitments 
as Saracens prepare for a crucial month of 
Heineken Cup and Premiership action.

REFRESHED after a month play¬ 
ing on loan in the Conference 
Premier, Luke Rooney has 
returned to Gillingham with a 
renewed desire to establish himself 
at Priestfield for the first time. 

The 19-year-old winger’s career to date 
has largely consisted of entertaining 20- 
minute cameos, as both Mark Stimson and 
Andy Hessenthaler have been reluctant to 
use him from the start. Of Rooney’s 19 
league appearances for the Gills, 17 have 
come from the bench. 

Hopes were high in the summer this 
could be his breakthrough season, but the 
first three months of the campaign brought 
only a handful of brief substitute appear¬ 
ances and two starts in cup games. 

When Eastbourne Borough, who Rooney 
helped avoid relegation on the final day of 
last season, enquired about another loan 
spell in October, it suited all parties. After 
four successive starts in the Conference, 
he is back and eager to make a point. 

“I was keen to get out and get some 
games,” he said. “It was only a month 
because the gaffer wanted me back for a 
reason. It’s great to be back, Gillingham’s 
where I want to be at the end of the day, 
that’s my ultimate goal. 

“I really do [get frustrated] - at the end 
of the day everyone wants to play. They 
say ‘you’re only young’ but it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter to me. I’m not one of those young 
players who’s happy to sit about and 
wait. I’m back sharper and I want to get 
back in the team.” 

Competition for places is due to increase 
as Gillingham’s injury list begins to short¬ 
en, with Andy Barcham’s imminent return 
providing a possible obstacle to Rooney. But 
he remains a viable option, particularly 
with another of his rivals, Bruce Inkango, 
unable to make his mark so far.

As much as biding his time may go 
against Rooney’s instincts, he insists he 
knows exactly what needs to be done to 
work his way into Hessenthaler’s plans. 

He said: “Hopefully just train really well, 
be on it every day in training and show the 
manager what I can do in reserve games. 
You have to be patient. 

“I’d like a run in the team, I’ve never real¬ 
ly had that and I feel if I do I could stay in 
there and make a difference. It’s a long sea¬ 
son, it’s not half way through yet and it can 
still be a good season for me.” 


GILLINGHAM supporters are among the best 
behaved in the Football League according to 
figures released this week. 

The Home Office statistics covering last 
season showed a 10 per cent decline in foot¬ 
ball-related arrests across England and Wales 
to 3,391. Almost half the fixtures covered by 
the report were completely free of police. 

Within those encouraging figures Gillingham 
fared well. The club has just two supporters 
serving banning orders, which is fewer than 83 
of the 92 clubs in the top four divisions, plus 
most of the non-league clubs surveyed, 
including Kidderminster Harriers, Salisbury 
City and Bangor City. Leeds United are at the 
other end of the scale, with 152 fans hit with 
banning orders. 

Gillingham were one of 13 clubs not to have 


one of their supporters banned within the last 
12 months. 

Figures for arrests were also low. In their 46 
games in League One last season, which 
included home and away games against Leeds 
and rivals Millwall and Charlton, just 14 Gills 
supporters were arrested. 

The majority of offences were for violent and 
public disorder, while there were none for mis¬ 
sile throwing or racist chanting. 

A Gillingham club spokesman said: “We are 
pleased with the latest figures on crowd 
behaviour which serve to illustrate the excel¬ 
lent quality of support that Gillingham enjoy 
both home and away. 

“We will continue to make every effort to 
maintain these standards and the excellent 
reputation of Gillingham Football Club.” 


Whites targeting another big cup scalp 


DOVER Athletic have their eyes on another 
giant-killing after being drawn against 
Huddersfield Town in the FA Cup third 
round. 

The Whites produced a memorable perform¬ 
ance at Crabble last weekend as they booked 
a place in the third round for the first time in 
their history following a 2-0 win against 
Aldershot Town. 

The Conference South club were hoping for 
a glamour tie against a Premier League side, 
but instead will face a trip to Yorkshire to play 
League One high-fliers Huddersfield Town, 
managed by ex-Newcastle midfielder Lee 
Clark. 

Although slightly disappointed with the 
draw, Dover boss Martin Hayes says another 
cup shock is not out of the question at the 


Galpharm Stadium in January. 

He said: “It does provide us with another 
chance of a giant-killing and we will have do 
our homework and learn from teams like 
Woking and FC United of Manchester, 
who have shown it is possible to cause 
League One sides problems.” 

In-form striker Adam Birchall has 
received the majority of the 
plaudits for his performances in 
the competition, and his brace 
against Aldershot took his FA 
Cup goal scoring tally to 11. 

The Maidstone-bom forward, 
who signed a two-year exten¬ 
sion to his contract last month, 
says he is enjoying every minute 
at the club.

Shaw has set his sights on 
breaking into Kent’s champi¬ 
onship team next summer after 
signing a one-year contract 
extension this week. 

The 19-year-old left-arm seamer plans to 
spend three months in Melbourne, 
Australia this winter building up his fit¬ 
ness, after injury blighted his first cam¬ 
paign on the professional staff. 

The Crewe-born paceman, who follows 
Darren Stevens in committing his immedi¬ 
ate future to the club, suffered with shin 
splints in his first season, which limited 
him to just four Twenty20 appearances. 

He has since had an operation on both 
legs and has been working with Kent’s 
fitness coach Peter Kelly to build up his 
strength and expects to be fit for the start of 
next season. 

“I didn’t have the best of seasons with 
injuries, but I had an operation towards the 
end of the season and now I’m back in full 
training and I’m really glad the club have 
given me a chance,” he said. 

“I will be back for the start of the season 
and my aim is to get into the first-team 
straight away, and that will come down to 
how I do in pre-season.” 

It proved a difficult first season for the 
teenager, who was eager to make an impact 
having been signed on a two-year deal from 
Minor Counties side Cheshire. 

He made several appearances in Kent’s 
second-team, but any momentum gained 
was halted by having to sit out games 
because of the pain caused by the injury. 

“I think it was because my body wasn’t 
used to playing so much,” he explained. 

“I would get through one day’s cricket and 
then the next day it would just be too 
painful. It was a case of playing then having 
to rest for two or three days and then 
playing again which was a bit of a night¬ 
mare really. 

“I have had the pain for a few years, but 
with the cricket I was playing in Minor 
Counties it was okay because of the break I 
was having in between. 

“Being full-time and on the professional 
staff was a lot different, and probably the 
reason why it was so bad. It was more frus¬ 
trating than anything else.” 

With Kent unlikely to make too many 
additions to the side before the start of next 
summer, if Shaw does report fit for pre-sea-

son and impresses in the second string, his 
chances of forcing his way into the Kent 
side looks promising. 

Working alongside the likes of experi¬ 
enced campaigner Simon Cook has helped 
and Shaw felt that despite his limited time 
on the field, he learned a lot in his first 
season as a county cricketer. 

He said: “It was definitely a big step up in 
terms of fitness, game awareness and disci¬ 
pline and I gained a lot of experience from 
it all, being around all the other boys.

Despite injury curtailing his hopes of 
adding to his four appearances this sum¬ 
mer, his smooth action and the variation he 
would bring to the Kent attack were signif¬ 
icant factors in the decision to offer him a 
contract extension. 

Farbrace said: 'We are excited by the 
promise he has shown; he has a fantastic 
action and is strong mentally. 

“Unfortunately, he suffered with shin 
splints, but that was quickly addressed by 
our physio Nimmo Reid and he is now 100 
per cent fit and ready to go and play in 
Melbourne.”

MISS: David Beckham helped England bid 

‘Loss of World 
Cup bid won’t 
hurt our game’ 

LOSING the right to host the 2018 World Cup 
was “hugely disappointing”, but will not have 
a negative affect on football in this country, 
according to the chairman of the Kent Football 
Association, writes David Pritchard. 

England’s bid team went into Thursday’s 
vote in Zurich cautiously optimistic after a 
successful three days lobbying Fifa’s executive 
committee members. The high-profile team 
included sports minister Hugh Robertson, MP 
for Faversham and Mid Kent, alongside Prince 
William, David Beckham and Prime Minister 
David Cameron. 

But when it came to vote England were sur¬ 
prisingly knocked out in the first round as Russia 
fought off competition from joint bids from 
Spain/Portugal and the Netherlands/Belgium. 

Barry Bright, vice-chairman of the Football 
Association and chairman of the Kent FA, was 
stunned the bid had come fourth after the 
technical details had been praised by Fifa. 

Disappointing 

He said: “The bid itself has always been 
regarded as first class and supported well. If 
we had gone out at the first vote that would be 
hugely disappointing. I think the bid team 
have worked tirelessly. No doubt everyone will 
come up with something we could have done 
differently, but they might not actually. 

“If you are going to be told by those inspect¬ 
ing your bid that it’s at a high level, you just 
don’t know what you have to do to win it.” 

It was the second time England has missed 
out on the World Cup in quick succession, after 
losing out to Germany in the 2006 contest. 

Bright believes it will be a long time before 
the country bids again, but is optimistic the 
defeat will not have an impact on the sport, 
both locally and nationally. 

He said: “There won’t be another chance for 
many years and by then it will be a totally dif¬ 
ferent generation. The opportunities were 
there particularly for grassroots football. We 
have been hoping if we won there would be 
further funding, but there will still be money 
for projects in Kent and across the country.” 

Although no games would have been staged 
in Kent if England were successful, the biggest 
direct blow was felt in Dartford. 

Princes Park was included in the bid as one 
of 82 ‘Team Base Camp Clusters’, which would 
have seen teams use the facility for training 
during the tournament. 
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
